unos CLOSES THE CAMPAIGN, 


New Tonx, Nov. 5.—The Presidential elec- 
tion of 1892 is unique in being the first since 
the war in which so many doubtful States are 
sdimittedly at issue between the great polit- 
jeal parties. It is unique in being the 
first in which it is conceded by all parties that 
the Electoral votes of the Nation wiil be di- 
vided among three great political organiza- 
tions. Three candidates will certainly be bal- 
loted for in the Electoral College, an. to be 
elected to the Presidency one of these men 
must receive a majority of all the votes cast 
or the election will be referred to the National 
House of Representatives. 

The advent of the People’s party into na- 
tional politics has constituted the great ele- 
ment of doubt in this Presidential contest. 


Following is a forecast gathered by the As- 

sociated Press from different States. 
Bhode Island. 

Provivzncs, R. I., Nov. 6.—It cannot be 
stated with any. degree of certainty which way 
Rhode Island will go next Tuesday. The 
campaign of last spring was unequaled in the 
history of the State, the. candidate for Gov- 
ernor had but a majority of 176 and a plurali- 
ty ot 2,037 in a total vote of 54,661, as against 
4.076 as cast in the Presidential contest of 
1884, There has been little campaign work 
done, the immense amount of tom-tom bet- 
ting in the spring having hindered the work- 
ers. A heavy vote will undoubtedly be cast, 
as it has been given out by both sides that 
enough money for legitimate expenditures 
was forthcoming. and that means that no 
effort has been spared to bring out the vote. 
A fact that may have a bearing upon the re- 
sult is the labor opposition to Joseph B. Ani- 
gan, therubber manufacturer, but the move- 
ment against him hes not assumed any con- 
certed form. In the event of a close vote a 
few micht be able to defeat him. 
Both sides are confident, but it 
can de said that the plurality 
will be only a few hundred whichever way it 
goes. The Congressional Electors are also in 
trouble, with the chances favoring Lapham 
(Dem.) for the First District, and Capri 
(Rep.) in the Second District. 

Massachusetts. 


Bos rox, Mass., Nov. 5.— Massachusetts will 
on Tuesday choose Presidential Electors, a 
Governor, and other State officers, an Execu- 
tive Council of eight members, thirteen mem- 
bers of Congress, and a Legislature. There 
are four State tickets in the field—Republic- 
an, Democratic; Prohibition, and People’s 
party. The People’s party is not expected to 
make any material break in the ranks of the 
three regular parties in this State. The re- 
sult on the Presidential ticket is not in doubt. 
The Republicans claim the choice of the 
Harrison Electors by about 20,000 votes. 
They think the total vote will 
reach 385,000, against 344,448 in

New York, Nov. 5.—[Special.]|—New York, 
like the rest of the country, closed the cam- 
paign tonight with the feeling that Tuesday’s 
verdict is already made up. There is still a 
possibility of trouble, and the prospective col- 
lision between Federal und local authorities is 
still dwelt on. The United States Marshal 
today neariy completed the swearing in of the 
Deputy Marshals and supervisors who are to 
do duty election day. Gov. Flower’s bom- 
bastic proclamation has only caused a smile. 
The Tammany Sheriff did not swear in today 
the 10,000 Deputy Sheriffs that he had prom- 
ised. Instead he contented himself with 
showing the badges he had ordered. It 
was said tonight that the Republicans have 
fairly succeeded in the purpose to which 
they addressed themselves months ago of pre- 
venting the casting of a large fraudulent vote. 
The Tammany count is another matter to be 
considered. Tammany has made prepara- 
tions to bail out its suspects as fast as ar- 
rested, so that their votes may not be lost, 
even though'their dupes afterward go to prison. 
It is announced that Representative Fitch's 
Congressional committee, which was ap- 
pointed to make political capital, will sit 
Tuesday to hear complaints against Daven- 
port. Nothing could please the Chief Super- 
visor better. He will be glad of the chance 
to give some object lessons in the necessity of 
Federal officers to secure honest elections.

Allsummer the “kodak fiend” has been 
abroad in the land pressing the button, but 
when it came time for the man who does the 
rest to transact his part of the business he 
didu’t do it because he couldn’t—and un- 
pleasantness arose all around.

happy frame of mind. They supposed they 
had been taking pictures of things and found 
that they had only succeeded in getting pretty 
tolerable likenesses of vacuity. 

The trouble began to brew last spring when 
the Eastman Kodak company of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., commenced sending out a lot of 
films for kodaks that turned out to be no 
better than no films at all so far as taking a 
picture was concerned. These films are long, 
transparent celluloid ribbons on spools of a 
size to fit in the kodak. The celluloid 
has a thin coating made of chemicals and 
called by those who talk learnedly about pho- 
tography an “emulsion.” This coating is 
what does the work. As the spool unwinds a 
section of the celluloid calied a film appears 
before the lens of the kodak and is supposed 
to carry away certain lights and shadows by 
the aid of the sun, so that a picture may be 
developed. 

This is exactly what the unfortunate con- 
signments of films sent out by the Eastman 
K company last spring aud summer did 
not do. M&ny amateur photographers were 
seen by a reporter for Tux TU yester-

The Democratic managers, on the other 
hand, concede that the choice of the Harrison 
Electors is probable, but think that there is a 
possibility, in view of the uncertain attitude 
of a large proportion of the electoral vote, 
that the result on the Presidential ticket may 
be a surprise. They expect the reélection 
of Gov. William E. Russell for a third 
term, and, while they do not claim 
the election of any of the other candidates on 
their State ticket, they are hoping that their 
candidate for Lieut.-Governer will also pull 
through with the head of the ticket. The Pro- 
hibitionists do not expect more than three per 
cent of the vote. Since the election of 1890 
the congressional districts of the State have 
been rearranged by a Republican Legislature. 
There are now thirteen districts instead of 
twelve. Republicans claim there is no doubt 
of their success in eleven of the thirteen dis- 
tricts. The Democrats concede only seven 
districts. Eor tho first time in a Presidential 
election, voters will cast their ballots under the 
Australian system. All forecasts must be 
based on the past political history 
of the State. The Republicans are depending 
upon what they call their reserve, back-coun- 
try vote to roll up a big majority for Harrison 
and overcome the popularity of the Demo- 
cratic candidate. The registration this year 
is large, in some places favoring one party, in 
others favoring the other. In general it is be- 
lieved to be slightly in favor of the Demo- 
crats. Gov. Russetl’s campaign tours were 
unusually successful. A Republican manager 
close to the State committee has said 
that Harrison will have to lead Cleveland

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 5.— New Jersey will 
vote for President, Governor, eight Congress- 
men, eight Senators, sixty Assemblymen.

In 1889 Abbett for Governor beat 
Grubb by 14,125 plurality, The Republicans 
have made a vigorous campaign and there is 
much speculation among the leaders of both 
sides as to what effect this will have Tuesday. 
It is conceded by both parties that the coal 
combine matter ‘will have less effect on the 
Presidential ticket than on the Governorship 
and Legislative campaign. For this reason it 
is thought from the most careful estimates 
that can be made that Cleveland will carry 
the State with from 5,000 to 6,000 plurality.

¥ Another Factor.

Much has been heard of 
this Democratic business element and the 
parade it held today had been widely 
advertised as one of the things which was 
to show how strong Cleveland was in this city. 
There were to be 40,000, even 50,000, solid bus- 
iness-men in Ke, but there were not 20,000 
men inline. Four years ago the Democratic 
parade was much larger. If this means any- 
thing it means that there is something the 
matter with Mr. Cleveland’s business-men’s 
support in New York City. The Republicans 
have had no parade this year. The one they 
had planned was given up because of the 
President's affliction. So there is no field for 
com parison. 

The Republicans closed their campaign in 
the city tonight by a great meeting at Cooper 
Union, which was addressed ty ex-Speaker 
Reed and other leading men. So far as the 
indicataons from this and other meetings can 
be judged the Republicans are more aggressive 
and more numerous than they were four years 
ago. There seem to be enough of. them to 
justify the message sent by one of the local 
leaders to Boss Croker tonight that if Tam- 
many did not look out the majority Mr. Cleve- 
land had in 1888 would get away from him. 
As to the State outside the city the Repub- 
licans are absolutely confident that the ma- 
jority for Harrison will be greater than that 
given him four years ago. 

Indiana is a source of nervous anxiety to the 
men of both sides. It is no secret that the 
men responsible for the Republican campaign 
looked on it as the weakest spot, and the cir- 
cumstances which took President Harrison 
away from the personal direction of the cam- 
paign there increased their fears that the 
opposition would carry the State. The Demo- 
cratic managers were easy in regard to the 
State until the shock they got two weeks ago 
and the demand for money. They sent the 
money and since then they hava been getting 
more rosy reports. But the flamboyant 
nature of these reports has made them sus- 
picious. They don’t think a bad situation 
could improve so quickly. 


Illinois Given Up. 


Illinois is given up by the Democratic Na- 
tional coramittee. Neither Whitney, Harrity, 
Don Dickinson, nor Mr. Cleveland himself 
puts any faith in tne State gomg Democratic. 
Ben Cable’s bulletins are quoted away below 
par. The Democratic leaders have satisfied 
themselves that Altgeld’s bid for the Gov- 
ernorship has sacritied any chance Mr. Cleve- 
land might have had for Illinois and they are 
not sure he had any chance, 

Iowa ia also set down as one of the States 
which is not going to drift away from the Re- 
publican moorings this year. The campaign 
there has been a disappointment. 

At both headquarters thé drift of informa. 
tion for several days past has been that the 
fusion movement has been weakening. There 
is no disagreement about Nevada, which is 
conceded to Weaver. The Democrats are 
also hupeful that the four Populist Electors 
indorsed by them in Minnesota will pull 
through, while the Republicans are not abso- 
lutely Sure that the deal can be prevented, In 
South Dakota it is thought that enough Demo- 
crats may vote for the Weaver Electors to 
elect them, but there is a singular lack of 
definite information about South Dakota at 
both headquarters. Nebraska is in the bal- 
ance. Two weeks ago the Democrats could 
have thrown it to Weaver to a certainty, Now 
they are doubtful.

COULD TROOPS BE CALLED OUT? 


said F. P. Owmgs, who owns several big 
buildings about town and is an amateur pho- 
tographer of note. “ Every amateur witha 
camera has suffered. One big wail of woe 
has been gomg up all summer. I became so 
disgusted that I sold my camera. 

The history of my trouble runs like this: 
Karly last summer I went out into the Rocky 
Mountains to take some pictures. I traveled 
700 miles, and from Denver to Salt Lake City 
taking snap shots. I made 160 pictures, as I 
supposed, of scenery in the Rockies. Often I 
was at much trouble and expense to get good 
views. I am an oid hand at the business and 
have taken succesful pictures for years. I 
was careful to have all of the conditions rela- 
tive to sunshine and the like correct. Of 
course I couldn’t tell how the pictures were 
till I came back and had them developed. To 
my chagrin I found I had been taking noth- 
ing but blanks—taken in bright sunshine, too. 
I was so angry I thought first that I would 
sue for damages. In one case I had 
gained a special privilege from the superin- 
tendent of a mine to take some pictures there 
on condition that I would send him some. 
We spent a whole day at it. Later in the 
summer I thought I took forty fine views at 
Oconomowoc, Wis., but every film failed to 
do its work. 

There is no redress. Of course the kodak 
company says it is sorry and offers to send 
new films, but what good does that do. Be- 
sides it costa just as much to develop failures 
as good ones. I have bought a new kodak 
and the films seem to be better than they were 
last summer.”’ 

James Wilson, with Lyon & Healy, is an 
amateur photographer who has reduced this 
pastime to a fine point. He said: 

“I bought a kodak of A. G. Spalding & 
Bros. It was loaded with six hundred films 
when I got it. I used them up and they were 
tirst class. ' 

“Last summer I loaded it up with 1 
films and started for Europe. I took pictures 
of scenes I shall never view again and gained 
aceess to places I can never reach again, 
When I returned to America, congratulating 
myself on my priceless gems, I found to my 
dismay that every view was a blank. In one 
instance I had hired a sea Captain at great 
expense to steer five miles out of his course so 
that I might take some views on an island. 
They turned out blank.“ 

Misplaced Confidence. 

Reau Campbell, editor of A Pointer, a rail- 
way journal, said: “I have taken views for 
pleasure and for publication for several years. 
Last summer I took fifty views near Macki- 
naw for the special purpose of publishing 
them. Only four out of the fifty films had 
anything on them. I would not have had it hap- 
pen for anything. Three weeks ago I wrote a 
letter of complaint to the Eastman Kodak 
company, but they have taken no notice 
of it.“ 

Louis A. Hilliard, who has dabbled exten- 
sively in amateur photography, said: 

“IT took seven rolls of films, or 336 plates, 
last summer and attempted to take views on 
Lake Michigan and around St. Joe. Only six 
plates out of the 336 could be developed, The 
pictures were taken with the utmost care, 
most of them in the sunshine and all of them 
under favorable conditions. It was a case of 
worthless films.”’ 3 

H. R. Heaton had an experience similar to 
that of Mr. Hilliard, failing to secure a valu- 
able collection of views on account of the bad 
films. The plates were as devoid of impres- 
sion as if they had never been exposed. It 
cost eight cents to attempt to develope each 
worthless tilm. 

Another amateur was seen who spent five 
months last summer in Alaska taking views 
with two cameras. He made 600 exposures. 
He has had two years’ practice in the art and 
the conditions under which the exposures in 
Alaska were made were the best. He returned 


What Officials at Washington Have to Say 
of the Probable Trouble. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 6,—[Special.]— 
Concerning the necessity for calling out Unit- 
ed States troops election day this morning’s 
Post says: 

Possible use of Federal troops at the polls elec- 
tion day is a subject much discussed among poli- 
ticians and army and navy officials. Should it 
become necessary, in the minds of Federal offi- 
cials, to back up the election supervisors by the 
presence of troops, a strange condition will con- 
front the party that seeks to call them out. Su- 
pervisors are the appointees of the Republicans, 
and the soldiery. if called out at all, would be 
brought into action by the same party. Although 
in control of ali the executive branches of the 
government, the Republican party, if it exercises 
such an authority at all, would be compelled to 
do so through the medium of a Democrat, who is 
the General in command of the army. 

Acting Secretary Grant was asked if the 
employment of troops at the polls in case of a 
conflict between the State and Federal 
authorities had been considered, and he 
promptly replied that it had not. 

It has not seemed necessary to consider 
that matter,” he said, for the local authori- 
ties recognize that the Federal law is supreme 
and they will not interfere with its execution. 
If they should the United States Marshals will 
have behind them all the power of the General 
Government, Still, I anticipate no trouble of 
any kind.”’ 

When asked if there was any law to em- 
power the authorities to employ troops at the 
election the Secretary replied that the law was 
ample to sustain Federal officers in the execu- 
tion of their duties, 

Gen. Schofield ought to be a good authority 
cn the military law and the power of the gov- 
ernment in the use of its troops. He was Sec- 
retary of War in President Johnson’s Cabinet 
at atime when the military was frequently 
called upon to throw its protecting arm about 
the ballot-box. In response to a question the 
General said that he did not know what thelaw 
was, but if a question arose calling for an in- 
terpretation he thought he would know in 
about five minutes. 

Solieitor-General Aldrich took the view that 
there would be no trouble, but he added 
significantly, “ If Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan should 
incite riot and bloodshed his case ean easily 
be attended to afterward.”’ 

Sec, 2,002, Revised Statutes, which is the 
more important as bearing upon the subject 
of soldiers at the polis, is as follows: 

No military or naval officer or other person en- 
gaged in the civil, military, or naval service of 
the United States shall order, bring, keep, or 
have under his authority or controi any troops or 
armed men at the polls where any general or spe- 
cial election is held in any State unless it be nec- 
essary to repel the armed enemies of the United 
States or to keep the peace at the polls,

ANor HER CRY OF DEFIANCE, 


Tammany Heelers Warned to Keep U. &. 
Marshals from the Voting Places. 
New York, Nov. 5.—{Special. |—Tammany 
repeated its defiance against the federal law 
today in a circular letter of final instructions 
and advice to Democratic fine workers. It is 
signed by Edward Murphy, Chairman of the 
Democratic State committee, and William F. 
Sheehan, Chairman of the Campaign commit- 
tee, and contains the following paragraphs: 
Democratic officers and Democratic workers 
should not be overawed by the presence, the in- 
solence or the brutality of Republican United 
States Marshals and Supervisors.

Customers blame us because we can’t 
develop good pictures out of worthless films. 
We are having less trouble now, but we had 
hot times this summer. The trouble with the 
films seemed to be that they were too slow in 
taking impressions.”’ 

Izard & Douglass, an extensive developing 
firm, said: 

“We are not agents for the Eastman Kodak 
company, but we have suffered deeply. In 
fact the summer has been one long stretch of 
weariness. Angry amateurs have besieged 
the office every day complaining bitterly be- 
cause the films would not develop in our 
hands. We have found 500 and 600 worthless 
filme aday. Thetrouble has been universal 
throughout the country. The Eastman com- 
pany admits that the films were worthless. . 
They say they were good when they left the 
factory, but lost their vitality through some 
unknown cause.“ 

Douglass & Shuey, who develop plates for 

many of the amateur photographers in town, 
said: It's a bad job, but it isn’t policy to 
talk about it. We have had no end of trouble 
with the defective films. It has taken half the 
time to answer complaints. It is understood 
that the Eastman Kodak company had a sec- 
ond lot of $75,000 worth of the films ready for 
shipment. They were accidentally delayed in 
the factory and on being examined again were 
found to be worthless. I believe the company 
is doing its best to make amends. Notice has 
been sent everywhere to amateurs saying that 
they can have good new films for the bad 
ones. 
A similar story was told by the McIntosh 
Optical company which has been besieged 
with complaints about films that failed to 
develop.

New Tonk, Nov. 5.—Besides the Presiden- 
tial Electors, members of Congress, a Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals, and members 
of the State Assembly are to be elected in this 
State. New York’s present delegation in Con- 
gress is compored of twenty-th Democrats 
and eleven Republicans. The Legislature at 
its last session rearranged the thirty-four Con- 
gressional districts. Sixteeen Representatives 
are to be elected from the Counties of Suffolk, 
Queens, Kings, Richmond, New York, and 
Westchester. Heretofore that territory had 
only fourteen Congressional districts, and the 
Representatives in the Fifty-second Congress 
were Democrats. Albany and Monroe Coun- 
ties constitute one district each, as heretofore, 
although the numbers of the districts have 
been changed. 

The Thirty-fourth District is unchanged. 
New York City has eight Congress districtse— 
Eighth to Fifteenth inclusive. In the Twelfth 
District, where W. Bourke Cockran has been 
nominated by Tammany Democrats, the 
County Democrats have named Arthur Den- 
nie, and in the Fourteenth, where Col. John 
R. Fellows is the Tammany nominee, the 
Gounty Democrats are running Francis Hunt. 
They are the only districts in which the Tam- 
many nominees have Democratic opposition. 
The Prohibitionists have candidates in all the 
city districts, the Socialist Labor party has 
candidates in ail except the Seventh, and the 
People’s party has candidates in all 
except the Seventh and the Ninth. The 
Republicans have cundidates in all districts. 

There will be no contest for Chief Justice, 
because Judge Charles Andrews, the nominee 
of the Republicans, has been indorsed by the 
Democrats. 

Next to the election for Presidential Electors, 
interest centers in the contest for the Assem- 
bly, because the new members will, with the 
Senators elected last year, elect a United 
States Senator to succeed Mr. Hiscock. The 
Senate now stands seveateen Democrats, four- 
teen Republicans, and one Independent Re- 
publican. The Assembly is composed of 128 
members. At the last session there was a re- 
apportionment of the districts, some counties 
losing and others gaining members. The last 
Assembly stood: Democrats, 67; Republic- 
ans, 61. 

In New York County the Count} Democra- 
cy made nominations independent of Tam- 
many in most all the Assembly districts, but 
all have been withdrawn except in ten. In 

several of the other districts they have in- 
dorsed “the Tammany nominees. In three 
districts the Republicans and the County 
Democracy have combined on the candidates. 
The Republicans have regular nominees in all 
the other districts. The Prohibitionists have 
candidates in all the districts, and the Social- 
ists, Labor and People’s parties in nearly all. 
The organization known as the New York 
Democracy has candidates in the two dis- 
tricts, and has indorsed the County Democra- 
ty candidate in one. In the Wyoming County 
District the Democrats have indorsed the 
nominee of the Farmers’ Allbance. In New 
York City Tammany, the County Democracy, 
the Republicans, the Prohibitionists, the So- 
cialist-Labor party, and the People’s party 
nominated county and judiciary officers, but 
the County Democracy ticket was withdrawn 
because it was feared that the running of it 
might injure the national ticket. The heads 
of the tickets are:

The fusionists, on 
account of the stalwarts’ bolt, make no real 
claims as to Governor, while the Kepublicans 
are equally reticent. The chances seem to 
favor the election of the Republican canai- 
date. As to the Legislature the Democrats 
and People’s party have fused in 100 out of 
1265 legislative districts and in thirty-four out 
of forty Senatoria! districts. They claim a 
majority in both branches of the Legislature, 
and their claims have not been deni If the 
fusionists should carry the Legislature there 
will be two Senatorial candidates to oppose 
the reélection of Senator Perkins. 

Nebraska. 

Omana, Neb., Nov. 5.—The close of the 
campaign in Nebraska shows affairs in a com- 
plicated ¢ondition. While there are three sets 
of Electoral tickets the spectacle is presented 
of the Democratic managers doing everything 
in their power to keep their candidates from 
securing votes. Gov. Boyd has issued two 
letters to the Democrats of the State urg- 
ing them to abandon their Electors and throw 
their support to Weaver, and today the Chair- 
men of the Democratic Couuty Central com- 
mittees throughout the State began sending 
out sample bailots with the X“ marks after 
the Weaver Electors, accompanied by a letter 
urging each voter to cast his ballot for Weaver 
— thus take Nebraska out of Republican 
hands. Of course this urging will prove ef- 
fective in a large number of cases, but there 
are many Democrats who declare they will 
stand by their own ticket. The Republican 
State depends entirely upon the portion of 
Democrats who refuse to obey the dictates of 
the party managers. The Chairman of the 
Democratic State committee ' predicts that 
their advice will be generally followed and 
their ticket will be elected by at least 5,000 
plurality. The Republican managers, how- 
ever, assert that the Populists who formerly 
affiliated with the Republican party wul vote 
for the Harrison Electors in sufficient numbers 
to offset the Democratic vote for Weaver. 
They admit that the vote will be close, but 
they hold that the State will stay in the Re- 
publican column. 

On the State ticket the fight will be triangu- 
lar in fact as wellasin name. All three par- 
ties are fiearly evenly divided. The vote this 
year will probably be 10,000 less than it was 
The Republicans claim that 
the election of their entire State ticket is as- 
sured by from 10,000 to 15,000 majority. They 
say that Sterling Morton, the Democratic 
Gubernatorial nominee, will not poll over 
5,000 votes, as Gen. Van Wycke, the Inde- 
ndent candidate, will draw largely from the 
mocratic worki en of the cities who, 
two years ago, vo for Boyd, while a large 
number of farmers will desert Van Wycke 
for Crounse. 

The Democrats make few claims. They as- 
sert that Morton has a good chance, and 
that is all. They also hope to elect their can- 
didate for State Treasurer, Beckman, by the 
aid of Scandinavian votes. 

The Independent State Central committee 
claims the election of the entire Populist ticket 
by pluralities rani from 10,000 for Van 
Wycke to 5,000 for weakest man on the 


ist. 

On Congressmen the result will be close. It 
is thought that the Independents will control 
the next Legislature on joint ballot, although 
the Republicans claim to have hopes of secur- 
ing a majority of both Houses. The fight for 
the Legislature will be a bitter one. 

Wisconsin. 

Manpison, Wis., Nov. 5.—The State of Wis- 
eorsin is watched with more than usual inter- 
est this fall, as the Electoral vote is confident- 
ly claimed by both parties. The victory of 
Gov. Peck two years ago is admitted even by 
the Democrats to have been almost entirely 
due to the preponderance of a State issue, and 
the chief question this year is, now that the 
Bennett Parochial School law 1s no longer an 
issue, whether the Lutheran voters can be 
held by the Democratic party. 

The Democratic leaders maintain that the 
principles of common gratitude must make 
the Lutheran vote loyal to the Democratic 
party this year.

A Large Crowd Sees the Vessel Slip Into 
the Water—Armament and Cost. 

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 5. The crowd

has been seen in that part of the city in which 
the Union Iron Works is located since the 
coast defense vessel Monterey was launched 
at the time of President Harrison’s visit 
in April, 1891. Special invitations had been is- 
sued and there were 2,000 people in the shipyard 
in addition to thousands who occupied com- 
manding positions on all the streets and hill 
sides in the vicinity of the worke, as well as 
on small steamers and tugs in the bay. A 
platform was built around the bow of the 
cruiser, and on this were Admiral Geo 
Brown, Admiral Irwin, commandant of 
Mare Island navy-yard; Gen. R United 
States army, and other representatives of the 
navy and army. The ceremonies were brief. As 
the hull began to move slowly down the 
ways a bottle of wine was broken over 
the bow and the band played a national air. 

The vessel is of the protected cruiser type, ex- 
ceeding in size any vessel of asimilar type in the 
United States service, anda majonty of its 
class in foreign uav.es. Its length on the 
water line is feet; length over all, 344 feet;

knots. The cruiser has a coal carrying 
capacity of 1,300 2 which, at a ten-knot 
rate, would carry it 13,000 miles without re- 
coaling.

stand here and look westward through the 
eyes of European citizens they would be the 
first to cry out: 

“©, happy America!“ 

For three weeks I have been in Germany, 
not at all in the larger cities, but tramping 
about in the Hartz district, putting up at 
country hotels, listening evenings to the village 
parliament assembled in the local “ Bier- 
haus.” It is almost pathetic to recall the 

earnest enthusiasm with which everywhere they 
spoke of the American election now going on 
in which free Citizens were voting under no 
shadow of crushing army budgets, no haunt- 
ing, paralyzing dread of war. Itis three 
years since I last had a chance of thus getting 
at the notions of German country people. 
There is a great difference to be noted be- 
tween then and now. The continual strain of 
military preparations and the ever-increasing 
military burdens have pretty well broken 
their nerve. They see no way out of their 
ruinous cul-de sac unless, indeed, by the hor- 
rors of an actual civic conflict, and years of 
‘weary waitmg have taken away their stomach 
tor this. Hardiy in Russia even did I get an 
impression of a people so profoundly un- 


happy: Wedged Between Enemies. 


Germany’s position in Europe is indeed 
without parallel. She is wedged between two 
implacable enemies, each nearly her equal in 
fighting power, and for her very life she must 
keep up with them in military preparations 

Step for step. Even this would not suffice to 
presfrve her existence if she had not been 
able to secure allies in Austria and Italy, who 
guaranteed to come to her assistance if she is 
attacked. Naturally, however, the triple alli- 
ance does not exist solely for the pr: tection of 
the German empire. The other allies 
have some claims as well, and of these 
the indirect ones are not the least important. 
It is not alone that they must not be attacked 
by force of arms, but that their ability to bold 
their dwn in the balance of Europe must not 
be sapped in other ways, else their value as 
allies would be diminished. Hence, though 
the terms of the triple alliance mention only 
armed attacks, it is perfectly well understood 
that the Triple Alliance must stand or fall to- 
gether upon any and all questibns raised in a 
hostile spirit. Thus Germany has not only 
herself to defend, but two other states, one of 
which is mixed up with every phase of the 
tangled Eastern question. This has been the

The Paris Fund, 

A dozen years ago France seemed the ideal 
place in which to lodge the Irish political 
funds that otherwise ran a risk of being im- 
pounded by England. it is delightfully easy 
to deposit money there, but it 1s proving a 
tremenduous job to get it out again. When, 


finally, the Parneilite leaders were 
shamed into abandoning their earlier 
position and consenting to joint with- 
drawal of the money and a joint 


application to the needs of evicted tenants, 
everybody stipposed the matter all settled. 
But the French law once invoked, its processes 
are not to be abridged in that light fashion, 
and the Munroes, under advice, decline to 
surrender the sum until there has been 
a formal decision of the French 
courts, They may be technically 
right, but their course will cause cruel, wide- 
spread suffering in Ireland. I fancy that Car- 
not and his ministry will be infurmally ap- 
pealed to in the name of a historically s ympa- 
thetic nation to try and see if some way may 
not be found to induce the courts to take the 
matter up at once and give a promot decision. 

Politicians here show much interest in one 
aspect of our Presidential election, which 
probably attracted little attention at home. 
They are taken wholly by surprise by state- 
ments that New-Yorkers have resented the 
Republican attempt at a house to house can- 
vass as a personal intrusion. The surprise, I 
am bound to add, is not unmixed with admira- 
tion, Canvassing here is so universal as to be 
obligatory on à candidate even if he dislikes 
the idea. Not only he, but all his friends must 
do it. In Irish cities they march down the 
streets in solid phalanx, working the houses 
on both sides as they proceed. Herein En- 
gland it is done with less show of organization, 
but every voter’s house in the constituency will 
be visited at least twice and often a dozen 
times. Canvassers are by no means contented 
with inquiring what is the politics of the 
voter, but come professedly to argue with 
him and urge him to promise to vote their 
way. There are regular canvassing books 
printed here, the pages muled to exhibit the 
varying degrees of likelihood that a voter 
may be depended upon. 

Tne system involves such tremendous out- 
lay and energy and gives such advantage to 
the Tory party. with ite ar ny of well-dressed, 
pretty women, that the Liberals are quite gen- 
erally anxious that it should be done away 
with. 

Several members intend in the coming ses- 
sion to see if a clause forbidding canvassing 
cannot be added to the corrupt practices act, 
but the difficulties of enforcing it are obvious- 
ly great. Hence, the discovery that in Amer- 
ica the mere attempt at such athmg arouse 
resentment, affords ground for hope that a 
remedy, may be found by inculcating a sim- 
ilar public spirit here. 

Newspapers Show No Spirit. 

The absence of any kind of spirit among tne 
| English newspapers as a whole has been 
rather painfully illustrated afresh this week. 
I have frequently spoken of the de- 
light English Judges have in _ insult- 
ing the press on all occasions, and 
of levying savage fines on editors whenever 
they get a chance. This week a little ha’penny 
paper called Morning, which was founded by 
an American and has some notion of news, 
printed a perfectiy proper and harmless out- 
line of a slander case between two society 
women which was coming on for trial, merely 
telling what the allegations were and displaying 
no partisanship whatever. For this the pro- 
prietor was fined $250, and the editor not only 
mulcted in $500 but forced to stand in court 
and listen to along, insolent-harangue from 
Justice Day. This same dull, old creature, 
when something was being asked about a 
newspaper report next day, interposed the re- 
mark: Tou mean some newspaper tout. 

These are fair samples of what is going on 
all the while. Yet nota single journal dares 
utter a word of protest, even in the most gen- 
eral terms. What the administration of so- 
called justice is in out-of-the-way places where 
there is no press to keep watch is shown each 
week by Truth's legal pillory, which is largely 
devoted to reports of judicial outrages in the 
remoter provincial parts. 

Studying these one might easily come to be- 
lieve that English Judges and magistrates are 
the most preposterous class of fools in the 
whole island. 

Last week, for example, a Somersetshire 
farmer caught and mangled a hare in the 
reaper, sent a man to the house for a gun, and 
put the poor animal out of misery. He was 
brought up and fined with costs for carrying 
a gun without a license by three magistrates, 
one of whichisa hereditary legislator. Yet 
these are the fellows who declaim loudest 
about newspapers. 

The spy Le Caron’s expensive book has 
sold probably more than any Other single 
book of the year which.is not fiction, yet it is 
a mere dull rearrangement of stuff already 
printed in the verbatim reports of the Parnell 
Commission, which no one will buy for ashiil- 
ing. Michael Davitt continues in Speaker 
his exposure of the book’s lies and its general 
worthlessness, but this will hardly effect the 
popularity of the work, since. it is being 
bought by the swell Unionist crowd, who 
have known nothing of the facts about any- 
thing, and who care less. 

J. Fitzmaurice Kelly of St. Charles College, 
who has many friends in America, produces 
next week “The Life of Cervantes,” with a 
bibliography from 1585 to 1892. It is expect- 
ed to be the standard wark on the subject, the 
author having devoted years of labor and re- 
search in Spain to the task.

WALES ON A WHEEL. 


A ROYALSIGHT THAT MAY S00N BE 
SEEN IN LONDON, 


It Is Said the Heir Apparent Is Taking a 
Deep Interest in Bicycling—Selief That 
Redmond Is Playing Double—One and 
a Quarter Million Idle Men in England 
Wohn Burns Talks of Socialism—Queer 
Doings in British Poorhouses—The 


Meanest Man in Europe.

Loxpox, Nov. 5.—London newspapers are 
always careful as to what they say about the 
Prince of Wales, so it is a little surprising to 
see the announcement made that the Prince 
is taking an active sympathetic interest in 
bicycling and that it is not at all unlikely that 
soon he may be visible to the naked eye pad- 
dimg a rubber-tired wheel up and 
down the roads. One journal sug- 
gests, as the Prince is rather fat, that he 
would do well to get his physician’s advice be- 
fore risking life and health on one of these 
whirligigs. In view of the fact that bicycling 
in England is given over pretty much to the 
cheaper class of persons commonly known as 
„ bounders ”” here, the chances that his High- 
ness will ride a bicycle seem remote in spite 
of what the newspapers say. 

The interview with Redmond published in 
America has been partly reproduced in the 
Irish newspapers, and the McCarthyites de- 
clare that it js totally different from the 
speeches Redmond has been making in Ire- 
land. They say that he wishes to impress the 
American people with the reasonableness of 
his attitude and his anxiety for home rule, 
while all the time his party is doing every- 
thing to embarrass Gladstone and secure the 
return of the Unionists to power. They aver 
that if Redmond’s policy in Ireland were on 
all fours with his statement in America there 
is no reason whatever why he should not join 
hands with them and restore peace to his dis- 
tracted country. On the other hana, the mod] 
eration of the interview is violently con- 
demned by the extremists of his party. There 
is much truth in the theory that if Redmond 


were his own master he would be 
for unity, but he bas raised forces 
in Ireland which he cannot quel- 


and which through him may prove the ruin of 
home rule. It has been decided to hold a 
special meeting of the McCarthyite party in 
Dublin Nov, 16, to be followed the ensuing 
day by a general convention of delegates from 
the federation’s branches in Ireland. The 
meeting isto be mainly concerned with the 
measures to be adopted to maintain the 
evicted tenants throughout the winter. It is 
certain the Paris fund cannot be released 
for months, even though both parties 
should agree for that purpose. Even should 
the Paris tribunal consent to release, the suit 
in the English Chancery Court must be dis- 
posed of before any agreement can be made 
effective. The suits of the Redmondites, 
both in Paris and in London, have left the 
question of the ownership of the fund in an 
exceedingly complicated position. 
Petition Against Davitt’s Return. 

The petitions against the return of Davitt 
for Meath will be brought to trial in a fort- 
night, and it is feared that the trial will inval- 
idate the election. The McCarthyites are pe- 
titioning against the election of William 


Redmond for Clare. During the 
last week Bishop Croke has been en- 
deavoring to bring about an arrange 


ment by which the Redmondites will drop 
their two petitions on condition that the Mc- 
Carthyites withdraw theirs. These efforts 
have so far not been successful, and there is 
not much hope that they will result in an 
amicable settlement. Itis the accepted con- 
viction on both sides in Ireland that if the 
Meath petitions are brought to the trial the 
best chance of effecting a reunion of the two 
sections will have disappeared. 

Chamberlain's labor program has failed of 
its intended effect asa political move. The 
labor leaders whom he hoped to capture for 
his policy of obstructing Gladstone and home 
rule deride his proposals as superficial and 
worthless. In fact John Burns has already 
intimated his intention to reply to Chamber- 
lain in the WNénefeenth Century next 
month in order to expose the snare 
which Chamberlain attempted to set for 
the labor party. Champberlain’s proposals, in 
their original form, were much more drastic 
than when published, but his capitalistic 
friends in the Liberal-Unionist party got 
frightened and out of deference to them he 
was compelled to reduce his scheme to in- 
nocuousness. | 

The Liberals are looking forward to a possi- 
ble election in Burnley, caused by the antici- 
pated resignation of Spencer Balfour who has 
been connected with building societies which 
have just collapsed under circamstances which 
may lead to the indictment of the directors for 
malvyersation. Hu resignation under such 
circumstances would probably lose the seat 
and reduce Gladstone’s majority. 

The workingman is forcing himself more 
and more into the public eye. For weeks he 
has held the center of the stage in France with 
the Carmaux strike, and for the last week he 
has been dividing the interest over here with 
the great jewel scandal case, Every day a 
meeting of the unemployed is held on Tower 
Hill, ending-with a procession of ragged men 
and boys. The men who talk to these 
idle ones“ come to the place in cabs 
go away in cabs and seem to have as good a 
time as professional labor agitators have in 
America. Keir Hardy, the Labor M. P., hon- 
ored them with a visit and speech the other 
day, and John Burns, M. P., has lent his aid 
to keeping up their courage, though nobody 
does anything practical to help them out of 
their troubles. 

. Burns on Socialism. 

Burns talked plainly about labor and so- 
cialism a day or two ago. In the course of 
an interview he said: 

I recognize that socialism has finished its 
purely theoretical career; that the hour has 
come for construction.”’ 

Lou do not believe in a violent revolution, 
then, and do not wish to demolish things?“ 
O, no, I don't agree with my friends on 
the continent, the Socialists of France and 
Germany, on this point. All the re. 
forms we want, and those we accept, 
are simply stepping-stones to others more 
important. When I mount a ladder I go up 
rung by rung. If I tried to goup ten ata 
time I would break my heck. The difference 
between Continental and English Socialists is 
that the latter speak of results while the for. 
mer produce them, Everything with the Con- 
tinental Socialists id despised which has not 
an air of vverthrowing something which has 
not the note of revolution about it. A revolu- 
tion just now, no matter where, would be 
crushed within a week.“ 

But can you bring about wholesale re- 
forms in a monarchical government?’ 
“Certainly. Ihe form of government has 
nothing to do with the ideas of equality. In 
England the idea of equality ig natural, and 
there is far less antagonism to the working 
classes than there is abroad.“ 

Wen do you expect to see a republic in 
England? 

I do not know. Tou had better ask the 
Prince of Wales, who thinks he will never be 
King of England. He knows more about 
matters conn with the throne than I do.”

A Revolutionary Speech. 

One S. Thomson, a rich man, distinguished 
himself this week by making what is called 
the most outrageous and revolutionary speech 
ever heard in London. He is one of the stock- 
holders of the Aerated Bread company, which 
owns scores of restaurante in all parts of the 
town, like the dairies of New York, The 
annual meeting was held Monday and 
the reports showed an extraordinary pros- 
perity, with a dividend of 3714 per cent. 
In the thankfulness of his heart Thomson got 
up and proposed that they increase the wages 
of the waiter girls, who are the best of their 
class, These girls now get $2 to $3 a week. 
Thomson said that if the company would pay 
them more money it would save many gir 
from being driven to marriage with undesira- 
ble men. Three dollars a week, Thomson 
said, were undesirable wages, and especially 
as the company could well afford to pay 
more. 

Before he had flnished there was a wild up- 
roar and howl of dissent, One clergyman 
among the stockholders shouted Bosh and 
rubbish,” and in a twinkling the‘ revolution- 
ary’’ resolution Thomson tried to introduce 
was voted down and that gentleman soundly 
talked to. Everybody is commenting on the 
queer case of this “‘ revolutionary ”’ stockhold- 
er, and he is looked upon with distinct dis- 
favor as an undermining foe to British insti- 
tutions. 

The request of the State Department at 
Washington for the release of the Trish-Ameri- 
can dynamiters is looked upon here simply as 
an electioneering scheme. Nobody believes 
for a moment that the request will be granted 
or even given serious consideration. There is, 
however, a growing disposition to hearken to 
requests from America, and the respite of 
Neill, who was to be hanged Tuesday, is in 
line with this. He gets one week more of life 
while the government looks into the question 
of his sanity, which evidence is contained in 
documents now on the way from America, 
This will surely have no effect. No matter 
how strongly these papers prove Neill’s in- 
sanity he is sure to be hanged Tuesday week.

The child was buried and 
everybody went home satisfied. Some people 
strolling about the workhouse casually discov- 
ered that the child’s body was still there and 
that they had buried an empty coffin, so they 
dug up the grave, took out the coffin, carried 
it back, put in the child’s body, and buried the 
whole thing over again in the grave, 

For Reform in Burials. 

Speaking of funerais, the Burial Reform 
Association is trying hard to make it cheaper 
for a person to die. It is an expensive pro- 
ceeding over here, so this week a big meeting 
has been held, with long resolutions and all 
that sort of thing, including pleadings against 
excessive floral cecorations. The powerful 
aid of the government has also been asked to 
interfere to help along the good work of 
cheaper funerais. | ;

No Effect on Politics, 

I doubt if it will change the course of pol- 
ities, however, or induce the Centerista as a 
party to indorse the Army bill.

I am inclined to think that at the 
eleventh hour the bill will be withdrawn, We 
may yet see a repetition of the Educational 
bill episode. A government rebuff might 
have a bad effect abroad.

Reception to Maj. James R. Hayden by 
Thirteen of His Comrades. 

Maj. James R. Hayden, now a resident. of 
Seattle, Wash., where he is Secretary and 
manager of one of the important banks of 
that city, is in Chicago, having come from the 
Puget Sound city to visit his old home, and 
more particularly to be present at a reunion 
of the survivors of his old command—the 
United States Zouave Cadets, Elmer E. Elis- 
worth commandant. 

Maj. Hayden was the third officer of the 
Nineteenth Illinois Infantry, enlisting as Cap- 
tain and promoted to Major, which rank he 
held at the close of the war. 

When Mr. Lincoln was candidate for the 
Presidency in 1860 Maj. Hayden was one of 
the originators of the Pioneer Wide Awakes’’ 
and commanded a company of that organiza- 
tion.

The Facts Related. 

Tus Tareuxs has received the inquiry, 
printed above, signed by those whose names 
are attached and about ninety others, and 
will as briefly as possible make a statement 
of the facts. 

During the administration of Mayor Roche, 
John P. Altgeld, then a Judge of the Superior 
Court, sued the.city for $60,000 damages 
alleged to have been caused to his property on 
Market street south of Jackson street by the 
construction of a bridge over the river at 
Jackson street.

The 
trial Judge overruled the motion for a new 
trial, though not until Judge Altgeld, who 
was acting as his own attorney, was fined $100 
for contempt of court by Judge Waterman. 
An appeal was taken to the Appellate Court, 
and Judge Moran set aside the $26,000 judg- 
ment. On the new trial Altgeid obtained only 
$15,000 damages, and would not have obtained 
that amount but for the previous verdict. 

He was furious at the strong fight made 
against his grab by Mayor Roche and his at- 
torneys, and at the municipal election of 1889 
he spent7,000 in having a ticket printed and 
earculated in order to secure the defeat of 
Roche, The ticket thus circulated was labeled 
The Anti-Machine Ticket,“ and bore the 
named of D. C. Cregier (Dem.) for Mayor, 
Bernhard Roesing (German Democrat) 
a brewer, for City Treasurer; Theodore Bren- 
tano, a German. for City Attorney; and Franz 
Amberg, a Germ for City Clerk. The 
names of George F. Sugg, Democratic candi- 
date for City Attorney, and Michael Brars- 
field, Democratic candidate for City Clerk, 
were not on Altgeid’s “ anti-machine”’ ticket. 
The ticket was printed with the names of the 
Aldermen for the various wards, and wherever 
an Irishman or a Roman Catholic German 
was the candidate for Alderman on the Demo- 
cratic ticket Mr. Altgeld substituted the name

Legal Provision that Every Man Shall Be 
Allowed Time in Which te Vote. 

The polls in this city and Cicero will open 
next Tuesday at 6 o’clock in the morning and 
will be closed at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The voters should be careful to deposit their 
baliots early in the day before leaving for their 
places of employment or business. If they 
neglect. to vote early. they may forget all about 
it during the day and lose their vote in this 
important election. An effort is being nade 
to induce the merchauts not to open their 
places of business until 10 or 11 in the morn- 
ing, so as to give their employés a chance to 
vote. In complying with such a t the 
employers will only conform to the law, 
which provides as follows: 

Any person entitled to vote at a general elec- 
tion in this State shall, on the day of such élec- 
tion, be entitled to absent himz-elf any ser- 
vices or employment ia which he is then engaged 
or employed for a period of two hours between 
the time of the opening and closing the polls; and 
sach voter shall not because of so absen bim- 
self be liable to any penalty. nor shall any deduc- 
tion be made on account of such absence from his 
usual salary or wages: Provided. however. that 
application for such leave of absence shall be 
made prior to the day of election. The employer 
may svecify the hours during which said employé 
may absent himself as aferesaid. Any person or 
corporation who shall refuse to an employé the 
privilege hereby conferred, or shall subject an 
employé to a penalty or reduction of wages be- 
cause of the exercise of such privilege. or who 
shall directly or indirectly violate the provisions 
of this section, shall be ed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be fined in any sum not less than five 
7255 (), nor more than one hundred dollars 

). 

The best time of the day in which to allow 
the two hours thus legally provided for is the 
morning, and no employer should be so lack- 
ing in patriotism or generosity as to refuse to 
permit the necessary time. re should be 
a general closing until 10 o’clock at least. 
That would give four hours in the morning for 
voting, but no person who really desires to 
cast his ballot next Tuesday can deprived 
of the opportunity tv do so by any er er. 
Vote early, and remember that the polls in 
the city close at 4 o’clock and open at 6 o’clock 
in the morning.

Illinois doubtless will elect two Republican

The Republicans also inay be 
counted on to elect Aldrich in the First, 
Vocke in the Fourth, Hopkins in the Fifth, 
Hitt in the Sixth, Henderson in the Seventh, 
Wheeler in the Ninth, Post in the Tenth, 
Marsh in the Eleventh, Funk in the Fuur- 
teenth, Cannon in the Fifteenth, and Smith in 
the Twentieth. Nothi but a landslide can 
rob the Democrats of McDonald in the 
Twelfth, Spri rin the Thirteenth, Fithian 
in the Sixteefith, Lane in the Seventeenth, and 
Williams in the Nineteenth.

There is an increased registration, however, 
of 30,000 votes, and oe — parties 
are at sea in their calculations. w Steward’s 
prowess and the other elements ir the fight in 
the Eighth make the outlook less bright for the 
Republicans than could be wished, and if the 
district is regained it will surprise some who 
have watched the contest closely. The 
Republicans have a good prospect 
of electing Northcutt in the Eighteent 
though Congressman Forman is a powerfu 
vote-getter, and it would hardly be safe to 
count too confident on his defeat this time.

Several Pretty Fights in Indiana. 

An impartial view of the situation in Indi- 
ana, perhaps, would bethat six districts are 
as many as the Republicans can hope for, 
while three alone are considered certain. 
These three are the Sixth, Ninth, and Tenth, 
the first two being surely Republican. The 
districts considered surely Democratic are the 
Second, Third, Fourth, Eighth, and Twelfth. 
This estimate leaves five doubtful—the First, 
Fifth, Seventh, Eleventh, and Thirteenth. Of 
these the First and Thirteenth most probably 
wili go Republican, leaving but three, in 
which the fight seems so eveo that a few votes 
may decide it in either direction. Whatever 
there may be of probability in the Fifth, Sev- 
enth, and Eleventh is in favor of the Demo- 
cratic candidates, On the above estimate the 
delegation would stand as follows:

PEOPLE MUST PAY TAXES TO SUPPORT 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

The Democratic cry that the tariff is a tax 
on the consumer is a fraudulent. one, because 
it carries with it the idea that if there were no 
tariff the consumer would not have to pay any 
taxes for the support of the Federal Govern- 
ment. This is entirely wrong. The govern- 
ment must be supported or the nation would 
be dissolved, and that involves the payment 
of taxes in some shape to give it an adequate 
revenue. The question then becomes not 
whether the American citizen shall pay any 
taxes, but whether he prefers to hate thein 
paid on articles which compete with the prod- 
ucts of American labor or on those which are 
non-competitive. And this is a leading issue 
between the Republicans and the Democrats 
which will be voted on at the polls next Tues- 
day. 

If the Democratic plan were adopted the 
consumer in this country would be able 
to buy more cheaply than now some 
of the goods made by foreigners, and 
this would force down the pay of the Ameri- 
can workman till the same kind of goods 
could be. produced equally as cheap here as in 
Europe. But with this reduced ability he 
would still have to pay taxes to maintain the 
government. He would pay them partly in 
the shape of duties on foreign articles not pro- 
duced here, such as tea, coffee, and sugar, and 
partly on home industry. He would not have 
to pay any less taxes, and but very little less 
on the total volume of his purchases for con- 
sumption, since some things would be made 
dearer than now in order that some might be 
made cheaper to please the Democratic 
bosses. But there would be this impor- 
tant difference that he would, have to pay the 
same as now out of a much smaller income, 
or have his consumption of creature com- 
forts cut down tq about the same par capita 
that is found possible in Europe. The worker 
does not want this condition to prevail, and if 
he votes for it, as he will if he votes the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, he will be acting against his 
own interests. He will be voting to make 
himself poor for the benefit of foreigners, 
who could then compete with him on. their 
own terms. And if the duties were taken off 
all competing foreign manufactures the lat- 
ter, as soon as they had undersold and de- 
stroyed our home manufacturing industries, 
would put up their prices. We should then 
have dear foreign goods and crushed-out 
American mills and factories, and the land 
full of tramps trying to find work and bread.

It is absolutely essential to com- 
merce between the East and West, and 
of both those sections with the 
South and foreign countries, that 
we have a currency equally good all over the 
United States, The same biils must be good 
in New York, Boston, Chicago, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis, and not only at those points but all 
over the forty-four States of which they are to 
a greater or less extent the commercial centers. 
This condition is supplied by the national 
bank note. No one now needs to carry with 
him a Thompson’s Bank Note Detector, a new 
edition of which used to be issued every 
month full of descriptions of new counterfeits

The Democrats made so good a thing out of 
the blundersome Edwards law in 1890 that 
they were unwilling to be deprived of the serv- 
ices of that valuable auxiliary. Consequently 
the leaders decided when the Legulature met 
ia 1891 that the offensive features of the law 
must not be repealed, They intrusted the 
work to the competent and crafty hands of 
Speaker Crafts. The affidavits of Senators 
Knopf and Humphrey show how well he did 
the partisan work assigned him and the man- 
ner in which he carried out the instructions of 
his party chiefs. He gave positive directions 
to the Democratic Chairman of the House 
Conference commictee that he should not re- 
port back the bill to that body lest those Dem- 
ocrats who were sincere in their wish to 
amend the law should take the bit in their 
teeth, unite with the Republicans and arrive 
at an agreement by which those sections 
which gave political, public school officers the 
right to boss private and parochial schools, 
might be stricken out. 

Confirmatory evidence that such was tiie 
case is furnished by the following extracts 
from an editorial in the Chicago Staats Zei- 
tung of June 15, 1891, printed immediately 
after the Legislature had adjourned without 
taking action on the Edwards law: 

The great and victorious struggle which the 
Germans of Illinois carried on summer 
and fall for the German language in the private 
and church schools has not for the present borne 
the expected fruit. The Legislature adjourned 
without the objectionable section of the Edwards 
law having been removed, 

To be sure, Democratic leaders like Speaker 
Crafts were in favor of @ — to agree, bo- 
cause they imagined that longer keeping o en of 
the school question would give to the Democrats 
at the.

Coming from the source they do, printed at 
the time they were, these statements, which 
have just been resurrected, have special 
weight. They show what the Illinois Staats 
Zeitung thought a year and a half ago before 
Mr. Washington Hesing had been captivated 
by the delusion that he, the professor of a dif- 
fering political and religious creed, could 
pack up the protection and honest money 
German Lutherans of Illinois in his carpet- 
bag, take them to New York and deliver them 
to Mr, Cleveland, and with them the twenty- 
four Electoral votes of Lilinois. 

Forgetful of what the Staats Zeitung said 
in June, 1891, and ofits revelations of Demo- 
cratic treachery to the Lutherans, that paper 
is now asserting that the latter must vote for 
Cleveland(and wildcat), Adlai (and free trade), 
A'tgeld (and the Anarchists), Democratic 
legislative candidatas (and a gerrymander) 
in order to secure the repealof the Edwards 
law!

WHY DID Y IGNORE IT? 

Not one of the at the big Demo- 
cratic mass-meeting at the Auditorium Thurs- 
day evening undertoek to combat Tas Tarb- 
UNE proposition in regard to the importance 
of encouraging capital to invest in industrial 
operations. Tar Tano has taken the 
ground that when the capitalist is reasonably 
confident of a fair profit be is willing to invest 
his money in industrial enterprises and thus 
give employment to the working classes; and 
that the removal of fear of loss by under cut- 
ting foreign competition not only gives this 
feeling of security but enables the employer 
to pay his workers on the wage scale of the 
United States, which is much higher than that 
of Europe. 

None of the Democratic big guns ventured 
to contradict this self-evident proposition. 
They could not do it, for the facts of experi- 
ence as well as the plain logic of the argu- 
ment are overwhelmingly against them. 
They could not be ignorant of the statement 
made nor of the challenge by Tun Tarsune tc 
answer it, for they all read it. Yet while care- 
fully keeping silent. on the point they called 
on the members of their audience to vote for 
candidates who are pledged to a doctrine and 
a policy that would seare capital and make it 
fearful of destruction, cause it to be with- 
drawn from industrial channels in which it is 
now occupied for the advantage of millions 
of American workers and prevent its invest- 
ment in other enterprises. They asked their 
audience, composed of workingmen, to vote to 
bring down upon their own heads a state of 
ruin, to vote for men who are pledged person- 
ally and by their national platform to bring 
round conditions that would reduce the wages 
of those workers one-half and then reduce by 
a large percentage the number that could find 
employment on the diminished wage scale. 
They asked them to vote in favor of unre- 
stricted competition of European-made goods 
with those of the same kind produced in this 
country by American labor, and carefully con- 
cealed the fact that if such goods were made 

cheap domestic goods must go out of use or 
the workmen’s wages must be cut down to the 
European level.

— KINDS OF NEWS. 

Since the Inte Ocean changed hands it has 
been recognized everywhere as the leading ama- 
teur journal of the Northwest, Its ideas of 
“news” and enterprise are distinctly 
those of amateur journalism. It aims first to 
see how many points it can get dispatches 
from, and next to print as many dispatches 
from these points as it can get. Apparently 
it does not for one moment consider whether 
the points have developed news of any im- 
portance or whether the dispatches received 
from them are worth printing. Only it is 
serene in the belief that if it hears from as 
many points as anybody else it is secure in 
its position as the leading amateur newspaper 
of the Northwest. 

Tan Tanuxz has bad some experience with 
country correspondents, and it does not ac- 
cept as d news much of the information 
which they send in. It leaves many 
“points” uncovered when nothing is 
developed in them that may seem to 
be worthy of covering. By its printed 
instructions to correspondents Tax Tux 
bars out large classes of intelligence, so- 
called. which it does not consider to be de- 
serving of a place in its columns. For exam- 
ple, clause five of Tun Tarsune’s instructions, 
which is the result of years of experience in 
news gathering, 1s as follows: 


5. THE CLASSES OF NEWS HERE INDICATED ARE 
NOT WANTED. 

a. Fatal or other accidents to conductors, 
engineers, brakemén, switchmen, or persons not 
identified, or persons in obscure positions in life, 
except when two or more fatalities result from 
the same accident or there is a great loss of 
property involved.

e. Rapes, abortions, or seductions, except when 
persons of marked prominence are involved, and 
then be careful to give only facts that are in proof

f. Reports of the celebration or observance of 
holidays, except when persons of State or nation- 
alimportance are to speak, and in such cases 
give advance notice by mail and receive instruc- 
tions.

h. Specials rewarding sporting matters, except 
after first asking and obtain ing instructions. 

i. Abstracts of sermons by telegraph, unless they 
are ordered, 

j. Accounts of county fairs. But succinct re- 
ports of the openings of State fairs may be sent. 

k. Puffs of hotels or any other advertising. 

l. Theatrical or other amusement notices, ex- 
cept in the case of metropolitan cities, and artists 
of national repute, first productions of important 
plays or operas, or other noteworthy events; and 
in all such cases instructions should be asked for. 

m. Reports of the meetings of secret societies, 
except on special instructions. 

n. Reports of school commencements or teach- 
ers’ or other institutes, unless they are ordered. 

o. Crop news, unless specially ordered. In case 
of rain or frost at critical times, however, wire 
Tag TRIBUNE and receive instructions. 

p. Weddings unless previously ordered. Give 
advance notice thereof, when the parties are 
prominent, and await instructions. 

g. Ordinary damage suits. 

r. Births of freaks or qonstrosities. 

s. Far away crimes (unless persons of promi- 
nence are involved), or executions unless ordered.

MISTAKES OF 8PRINGER—WHO PAYS THE | 
7 * 


TAX 
In his speech Thursday night in this city 
Mr. Springer, the Rose of Sangamon, easayed 
to pitch into. the McKinley bill. But one 
thing he did not du. He failed to show that 


He could not show this, because there has not 
been any such increase except in the case of 
linens and one or two other articles in which 
there is no domestic production and therefore 
no domestic competition to pull them down. 

Mr. Springer contended that the consumer 
pays the increased tax levied by the McKinley 
bill, but the experience of two years under 
the workings of the bill.demonstrates that the 
increase in duties has not been borne by the 
consumer, because the selling prices of the 
goods have not advanced. Ou the contrary, 
in regard to most articles they are somewhat 
lower now than before the McKinley bill be- 
came a law. Mr. Springer failed to note this 
fact known to millions of people or to ac- 
count for it. 

Our total importations of dutiable goods 
for the last fiscal yoar amounted to about 
$370;000,000. The duties volleeted on them 
were $178,000,000. Now, if that amount of 


goods had been imported under the old tariff 


they would have paid about $20,000,000 less ia 
duties than they did under the preseat tariff, 
the increase being some 10 or 12 per cent in 
the duties on the goods that are dutiable. 

So it appears that under the new tariff the 
government has received about $20,000,000 
more revenue than it would otherwise have 
collected under the old one, and yet the goods 
have been furnished more cheaply to the con- 
sumer (except on a very few articles, as above 
noted). 

Who has paid that $20,000,000? Has the 
consumer paid it? Mr. Springer may say 
yes in a general tirade on the subject, but 
he is not brave enough to claim it from an 
analysis of the facts in the case. It could be 
nobody else than the foreign manufacturer, 
and soine of the foreign papers admit this to 
be the case. The foreign producer has cut 
down on his profits, and in many cases re- 
duced on wages, in order to cheapen the cost 
of production. He has thus sold the goods 
cheaper to the Americans than before in order 
that he might retain his hold on the American 
market, while clinging desperately to the hope 
that the Democratic party will be successful 
at the polis next week and will then knock 
down the tariff and open the ports of the 
United States to European competing 
products. The foreigner expects to be 
able in that event to retain bis 
home prices (ex-duty) low enough for a 
time to smash the American maaufacturer, 
and when that is done to proceed to recoup 
himself for his recent sufferings under the | 
operation of the McKinley bill by raising his 
prices. 

With all his talent as an orator and skill as 
a debater Mr. Springer cannot show that this 
statement of the case is untrue, He cannot 
put his finger to any spot on the armor of Tun 
Tripung logic and say, “There is a weak 
spot. He does not try to find a vulnerable 
point in it, but just contents himeelf with 
going around and blathering to the effect that 
the McKinley bill has put up prices and that 
the consumer pays the tax. He is simply 
changing the tense of the gloomy prophecies 
that he and some others uttered a couple of 
years ago, but which the event has proved to 
be false. He ought by this time to be wise 
enough to drop that old story as a tale that 
is told and bunt round for another subject 
on which he can air his eloquence withcut 
doing so at the expense of truth. 


WATTERSON ON WORK AND WAGES. 

It was long ago remarked that the most 
brilliant orator is apt to be the least logical, 
and this appears to be what is the matter with 
Henry Watterson. He talks well, but re- 
minds one of the man with whom facts were 
of little consequence in comparison with a 
well rounded period, He finds fault with 
Tun Trisunsg statement that the Republican 
policy is to give every man who wants work 
in the United States an opportunity to work 
at good wages. He says: 

But tbe truth is the American tramp is a recent 
development. unknown until the adoptién of the 
Republican policy of protection. [7} What men 
want is not work but a living. Work is only a 
means to an end. 

The products of work feed, shelter, * ciothe 


mankind. The greater this product the more 
comfortable ought all men to be. 


It is true that work is only the means to an 
end. It is the only means by which the race 
as a whole, and most individuals, can provide 
the necessaries and conforts of existence. 
But Mr. Watterson leaves some things out of 
consideration, and one of them is the impor- 
tant part which capital plays in the business of 
production. Labor in the present is far from 
being the only factor. Without the aid of la- 
bor in the past, the results of which are accu- 
mulated in the shape of capital, the worker 
can do little, and in many cases nothing at all. 
At the dest his labor would be but poorly 
productive without the aid of materials and 
tools gathered and made by labor in the past. 
He would have little incentive to work at any 
but a very limited range of simple employ- 
ments if compelled to wait for his pay till he 
could find a buyer in the ultimate consumer 
of his products. He could not work to ad- 
vantage at any one of the great majority of 
avocations unless in concert with many others, 
the labor of all needing a directing energy to 
shape results, to procure material, find a mar- 
ket for the products, and pay the wages of the 
workers before the property could be placed 
at the disposal of the consumer. That is, it 
requires capital, and the employment of cap- 
ital is what constitutes the vast difference be- 
tween the productivity of a unit of labor to- 
day as compared with thatof the long past. 
Without this capital supplied by others most 
men would find it desperately hard to keep 
life in their bodies, because their unaided ex- 
ertions would not be sufficient to procure the 
means of subsistence for themselves, to say 
nothing of their families. 

On the average it requires $1,000 of oayital 
to keep a man at work profitably in this coun. | 
try for a year.

JAMES DALTON KILLS ANTON M. FOUGNER. 


The Men Lived Together and Quarreled 
Over Division of Household Goods, 

Antoa M. Fougner, a young attorney, was 
shot and almost instantly killed by his. friend 
James Dalton in Rogers Park early yester- 
day morning. The quarrel, which ended in 
the killing, was only one of many which those 
who Knew the then say happened because they 
had not been able to agree on the distribution 
of some household furniture which they had 
jointly purchased for their residence in that 
suburb. 

Dalton, although only 36 years old, is the 
serior member of the firm of James Dalton 
& Co., manufacturers of piano covers and 
table scarfs at No. 338 Fifth avenue. Fougner 
was a patent lawyer, having an office in room 
No, 612 First National Bank building, where 
he was in partnership with Henry L. Wilson. 
Soon after thetwo men became acquainted 


they planned to live together and purchased a 


residence at Morse and Maple avenues in 
Rogers Park. Each invested between 
$3,500 and $4,000 and they furnished 
the home in elaborate style. 
It was known they had several misunder- 
standings about a division of the furniture, 
for Dalton haa decided to move into the city. 
Three months ago Dalton filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court making Fougner defendant and 
demanding a partition of the Rogers Park 
property, stating that he was deprived of his 
rightful share. This litigation is still pend-

The 
officer refused to lock the attorney up unless a 
warrant was sworn out, and Dalton at once 
secured the necessary papers from Justice 
Shoals. Fougner was released on his own 
recognizance, his bond being fixed at $50. 
When the attorney returned to the house, as 
Dalton claims, he tried to continue quarreling 
and finally said he would take a horseback 


ride. 

“Dalton tells me that Fougner started for 
the stable, said Judge Prendergast, who was 
retained as counsel by Dalton. Suddenly 
he returned to the house. Entering the room 
where Dalton was seated he told him he had 
come back to kill bim, accordi to my 
client’s story. He knocked Dalton down and 
BE i a chair and a heavy mallet with which 
he tried to strike him. Dalton told him to 
desist, but, I am told, he did not. Throwing 
aside the chair and the mallet he seizd an 
iron poker that was lyingon the floor near 
the stove and rushed at Dalton. At the same 
time he said, ‘Jim, [am going to brain you 
this time.’ Daltoa fired two shots. Fougner 
was only three * — and both bullets 
entered his brain. sank to the floor and 
died shortly . 55 

Dalton came to the city and gave himself up 
at the East Chicago aveaue station. — *.

Daiton is 36 years of age and a native of 
Lancashire, England. where his parents live.

Ex-Sheriff Canute R. Matson, who was a 
friend of the murdered man, reported the 
case to the Coroner yesterday afternoon. He 
said the relatives would like to have the body 
removed to this city, but the Coroner said it 
must not be touched until after Dr. Hektoen 
had made a post mortem examination. The 
doctor will go to Rogers Park early this morn- 
ing, and the inquest will be held tomorrow.

—Camels Left to Die by the Wayside— 
Within a Desert City—A Home in a 
Giant Tree. 


During the fall of 1891 a mail courier, 
mounted on a fast running camel, arrived 
from El-Aghouat, bearing a dispatch from 
Aigiers addressed to the Agha. Its contents 
warned him that a caravan of dealers in mu- 
nitions of war had started from Tripoli, most 
probably for Northern Saraha, to supply the 
disaffected tribes, and advised him to send 
his cavalry to intercept the convoy if possible. 
Without losing time the Agha ordered out his 
goum (horse guards). The news was commu- 
nicated to the explorers, and the same day 
M. Cerf, one cf the officers, and the writer 
ynformed the Agha of their intention to join 
the expedition. This was com posed of eighteen 
‘horsemen in command of the Kaid Bouzid-el- 
Arbi and 
provisions. Then we set out Oct. 3, 
through the wilds of the Sahara, in the 
direction of Ghadames, traveling an average 
of forty miles daily. The second day we 
crossed the dry bed df the Wad Igharghar, 
which, between the 3lst and 32d degrees of 
longitude and the 4th of latitude, forms a 
curve, doubling to the south for several miles, 
after which it takes again its northern direc- 
tion. This region is occupied by the Chamba 
Bou Roura nomads, who, auring the winter, 
feed their herds of cattle there, but it is 
almost entirely deserted during the summer. 

It was now the season when the desert re- 
ceived its winter inhabitants, and we met one 
of these migratory tribes of Chamba moving 


twenty-two camels carrying 


warm and eultry. | 
We were up again at 5 in the morning. The 
indefatigable Kaid, wholly gbsorbed in his 
design, compelled drivers and camels to put 
forth their utmost exertions, not permitting 
them to camp before covering at least thirty- 
tive miles. Our native fellow-travelers seemed 
to be inured to this kind of exertion, as no 
one complained or gave sign of loss of spirit. 
As for M. Cerf and myself, though not mani- 
festing dispiritedness in their presence, to 
save our pride, we felt mentally and physic- 
ally affected. The disagreeable diet to which 
we were subjected, and the wearmess of that 
desperate c through an inhospitable, 
dreary iand, ever deprived of life, were repaid 
by no compensative interest. Some undula- 
tions of the land were all that broke the mo- 
notony of the desert. The trail we followed 
now was discernible, being usually trodden 
by the caravans trading on the line of Ghat. 

Water was not met on this second day’s 
journey, nor till the third — in the evening, 
when we found several wells, where we en- 
camped and took ample provision of water. 
The fourth day we went through a dry, 
parched valley, whose end we reached in an 
hour. One camel fell exhausted and was 
abandoned to the birds of BD gps Five days 
had passed since we hb left Ghadam 
when at 6 o’clock in the evening we stop 
at the foot of a hill 150 feet high, a rare 
elevation for that region. 

After eating, tired though I was both in 
body and mind, I could not resist the tempta- 
tion to climb the rocky summit, where I first 
observed a remarkable peculiarity in the 
rocks. Their brown-purple color was smooth 
and shining as though varnished, or as if the 
terrible sun’s rays, by licking their surface for

southward with all their possessions, wives, 
children, and slaves. They travel methodic- 
ally, preceded by a vanguard, and another 
body of warriors at the head of the column. 

That day we encamped within the curve of 
the Wad, and the following day we crossed to 
the opposite side. When departing we had ex- 
pected to be back in a few days, but circum- 


stances deceived us. The days passed and no 


caravan was met. Disappointed, the Kaid 
gave orders to push on until we met the cara- 


We were now in the windy season. At in- 
tervals of a few days the southern and northern 
winds blew alternately as if contending for 
the mastery of the plain. Frequent and an- 
noying sand-spouts rose before us, and several 
times obliged us to stop or deviate from our 
way to avoid falling in with them. They were 
running southward at the rate of twenty miles 
anhour. Similar to waterspouts, those sandy 
columns rise to several hundred feet, but it is 
impossible to ascertain their height, even ap- 
proximately, as the wide spreading summit 
clouds the atmosphere. 

Meanwhile the provisions that my compan- 
jon and I had taken grew scarcer, and when 
they finally gave out we had to overcome our 

ance and resort to the food of our Arab 
fellow-travelers. These men, who fare very 
m rly while traveling, offered us dates and 
rekaka (asort of bread). Though but poor 
fare and agreeing only moderately with our 
stom we accepted it, but while eating it 
we looked curiously at each other as if to 
know whiclf one ate with the better satisfac- 
From Oct. 5 to the 9th we traveled ‘over the 
Erg sand desert, the longest sandy tract we had 
ever seen until then. The sandhills rose from 
— to 350 feet high, through which our horses 
camels toiled painfully. It was a contin-

The more 
I retiected over that scene and that dull soli- 
tude the more strangely did I feel. re, I 
thought, looking northward, is the world of 
life, where masses of people are tumultuously 
whirling; here is the world whose everlasting 
silence disconcerts the mind. So absorbed 
did I grow that | scarcely retained the senti- 
ment of reality. Impressed by that image of 
awe 1 an indescribable feeling over- 
whelmed me, and my thoughts took naturally 
the character of my feeling. ‘The recollection 
of the past and the vicissitudes of life flowed 
into my mind and mmgled with my absort- 
ing thoughts. I recalled all those who were 
dear to me as if we were no longer living in 
the same orb. I though of the frail human 
being, whom events carry from one country 
to another asa light leaf is carried away by 
high winds. Sighing deeply, as if my very 
soul was freeing itself, I turned my eyes 
northward, where beyond a thousand horizons 
was the world of life, looked at the abode of 
mysteries above, and fell into deepest reflec- 
tion, that can be produced only by the feeling 
of being lost in a void of nonenity and by the 
indescribably gloomy sight of such a mighty 
waste at night. 

The lifelessness of that country wasso much 
impressed upon me that I felt like the poor 
savage, who, awe-stricken in his contemplation 
of the earthly and heavenly systems so far be- 
yond his understanding, kneels before an un- 
known one, whose mighty hand, he supposes, 
wields the orbs andthe elements. My mind 
had been wandering for hours in an uncon- 
scious absorbtion in thought, when a touch 
upon my shoulder recalled me to conscious- 
ness. One of my fellow-travelers, alarmed 
at my long absence, had come in search of 


e. 
The sixth day we rose wearier than ever. A 
strong sirocco had been blowing all night, but 
fortunately we wére upon firm soil, and thus 
did not suffer from the pattering sand. We 
were now traveling upon the vast Tingurt 
table land (hamada), the surface of which was, 
in the main, pebbly and rocky. Alabaster and 
limestone were observed in profusion among 
the rocka, while the nature of the softer ground 
appeared to be mainly clay. The surface was 
broken by many large and deep hollows, run- 
amg through which veins of salt of various 


hues could be seen. In one of these hollows 


we found a human skeleton lying on the bot- 


tom and partly covered with sand. This 


hastly discovery was an instance of the abso- 
ute indifference with which the caravan lead- 


ers treat the dead. Soon after another of our 
camels succumbs under his load and is aban- 
doned after being relieved of it. This plateau,

We 
came across no less than eleven skeletons of 
animals during that day’s journey.

No well was found, and vainly did we look 


for a place of soft ground for our nightly rest.

Scarcely 
had we been half an hour in it when from the 
earthen floor sprang swarms of fleas, which 
drove me into the court-yard, where M. Cerf 
soon followed me. As to our native com- 
panions they seemed to be in perfect harmony 
with these insects, as all rested in the room 
undistur 

The following day we were visited by the 
principal men of the city, among whom was 
a venerable old hacj (pilgrim), who, having 
traveled through the North, was delighted to 
converse with us. He repeated his visits, 
every time bringing us some game, fresh 
meat, or milk with which to vary our long 
disagreeable diet. 

The city appeared to me as the abode of 
peace. A religious silence, disturbed only by 
the groans of some camels ur tinkling of 
sheep-belis, reigned over its mud-built walis. 
Nothing borrow@l from our civilization was 
to be seen. The Jews, whom all peoples con- 
sider as pariahs or exiles, practice European 
industry or introduce European production in 
all accessible parts of Northern Africa, in- 
cluding Northern Sahara; but these people, 
who seem to have penetrated to all countries 
of the world, found a barrier to their tide in 
the heart of the great desert, as no vestige of 
them was known there. The farthest town 
where we met any of their representatives was 
Ain-Taiba. 

The streets average six feet in width, in- 
closed in walls of most crude architecture. A 
circular mound cut by four openings in the 
north, south, east, and west is the sharp defi- 
nition of the oasis and the desert. The ave- 
nues leading from the gates to the interior are 
bordered with gum trees and thorny jujube 
trees, of which, however, no care seems to be 
taken, as they are struggling for existence. 
As in nearly all oases each individual’s landed 
property is for security inclosed by lofty mud 
walls, almost impossible to climb. This 
proves how rapacious the Saharans are and 
how little trust each grants his neighbor. The 
people of this city form one tribe of the

The news that two Christians were with the 
caravan spread apace in the city, and as a re- 
sult a throng of slovenly people of all 


ages and sexes hung arou the house 
a goes part of the day to see what 
kind of men Christians were.

curiosity, however, went unsatisfied, for we 
cared little to stand at the door to be the tar- 
get of all eyes, but those who chanced to see 
us stared in amazed silence until we withdrew, 
tired of their gaze. On one occasion, wishing 
to experience how sociable they would prov 
I stepped toward a group of young men an 
smilingly offered, by extendi my own, to 
shake — But they all in propor- 
tion as I approached, and placed their hands 
behind their backs with expressions of mani- 
fest repugnance and fear, as if the simple 
contact would inoculate them with some sub- 
tle fluid of Christianity. A boy of about 18, 
whose hand I caught unawares, sprang back 
with screams and grimaces, staring wild- 
ly at me. He was at once surround- 
ed by his fellows, who looked eagerly 
at his hand to see wnether the Christian im- 
priut had not been left upon it. A lively 
scene was created by a wrathful master whose 
slaves had momentarily left his house to go 
to see the infidels. He came with a stick and 
ave a thrashing to all those he could catch. 
t was amusing to look through a loophole at 


those people walking about or sitting or lying 


in the street, waiting for achance to gaze at 
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the Christian wonders, Among the crowd two 
men were particularly noticeable, being at- 
tired in camel’s skin burnouses, which seemed 
to be the only clothing they had on. 
door was kept closed to prevent an influx of 
the rabble, but every time it was momentari- 
ly opened to give passage to one of our peo. 
ple a rush towards it took place, which was 
forced back with difficulty.

Slavery is used here in every form, and I 


observed that the slaves were. not treated by 
the Tuariks as well as by the Arabs, Moza- 
bites, Chambas, or Warglees. Their fare 
must be very poor or scant, for the bones of 
these almost naked, hapless human beings 
were promiscuously salient, neither did they 
show in their attitude the same vigor as their 
brethren of the North. 


The following day three of us took a short 


promenade around the oasis and were not a 
little surprised when passing by the south 
side border at seeing what I should call a hliv- 
ing dwelling. A gigantic tree, which I sup- 
posed to be a boabab, had been hollowed out 
and appropriated fora habitation. The trunk 
might measure sixty-five feet in circumfer- 
ence, its height 120 feet, and the spread of its 
branches 500 feet around. 


A family had 


roughly made a two-story dwelling of it, 
through the apertures of which we were 
permitted to look by offering a few 


small coins to the chief inhabitant of it. 
The lower room was accessible through a 
hole two feet high and one and one-half feet 
wide, cut about two feet above the ground.

haunts the vicinity river beds, where its 
sense is keen enough to induce it to dig out 
the sand to find water when the river is dry. 
The open desert is the natural home 
of this bird, for there ve Oe it enjoys 
liberty and safety against surprises 
of man, that universal intruder and persecuttr. 
The mountainous regions it avoids for fear 
of eneountering unco neighbors where 
its keen sight 18 too limited: Itdoes not fly, 
but when running at full speed with the mus- 
cular assistance of its extended wings its 
stride carries it no less than twenty-four feet, 
while its step averages second, 
so that its two legs prove of more avail than 
the horse’s four legs. No animal but the fly- 
ing birds would match the Saharan ostrich for 
speed. The nimble gazelle, ite desert mate, 
probably the swiftest of ail quadrupeds, 
wéuld still be left far behind in the race. In 
the first hour of its flight from a given point 
it is safe to say that it will go forty-five miles. 
This fact we onde observed in a pursuit of 
three ostriches by two of our companions. 

But when the physical power of man is 
deficient his artifice and genius make it up to 
him; hence this y strong-legged 
and fleet-footed bird eannot absolutely defy 
him. There arein this city several profes- 
sional ostrich hunters, who, it appears, make 
the best of this trade. The ostrich hunting, 
as it may be surmised, is not an easy matter, 
these birds being not an easy prey. Powder 
is unavailable against them, for they are not 
sufficiently approachable for firing at them. 
To catch them the hunters use a wire stretched 
five feet high, at tne height of the ostrich 
neck, over a long distance in the plain. Sev- 
eral hunters then explore the section around, 
and if the game is perceived they chase it to- 
ward the direction of the wire, frightening it 
dy firing guns, and when the frantic bird hap- 
pens to strike the wire it is instantly killed by 
a broken neck. Such capture is not of daily 
occurrence, and sometimes weeks pass fruit- 
lessly, but each capture affords ample com- 
pensation. 

There are three other ways of hunting the 
ostrich in the Sahara. The Tuariks, who are 


also resort to a peculiar stratagem, which con- 
sists of forming an ostrich skeleton with an 
artificial neck clothed with its skin and feath- 
ers which hunter carries with him and 
‘puts on as soon as the bird is perceived. By 
that means he sometimes succeeds in get- 
ting within shot of the birds without fright- 


— them. The Arabs and Chambas in 
Northern Sahara rarely hunt the ostrich other- 
wise than by scattering poisoned food across 


the haunts of the bird or around its nest when 
it has been discovered. But the gizzard of 
the ostrich is so strong and callous, and such is 
its digestive power, that this means ofteu fails. 
Some Arab hunters; however, ride them down 
by means of three or four relays of horses. 
Even when lying wounded, and t h its bill 


is incapable of any damage, three men 
cannot take 52 of the bird, for its legs 
are very dangerous in the le it sustains 
against its aggresaors, who, if they come with- 
in reach, are literally torn down with a broken 
— ribs. Its blow will produce a lasting 
mark. 

Upon visting an ostrich-breeder’s farm, 
where the old hadj took us, we observed six of 
these fleet-footed creatures of towering stature. 
tallest one, a beautiful male, the father 
Sf De taal, Er imself most i

feet when extending its neck. Its weight was 
reckoned to be near 350 
average weight df the ostrich in full 
growth is 200 pounds, and the wild ones rarely 
exceed 250 pounds. breeder was especial- 
ly fona of this huge cock, which wore a 
glossy black plumageon the body and dis- 
layed white, silky, spreading tail and wings. 
esaid that the whole crop of these white 
feathers was destined for the Pasha of Tripoli. 
The female’s feathers were dark on the body 
and gray cn the wings and tail. The feathers 
of the younger ones, he said, were plucked 
only once a year, in May, while the older ones 
yielded two crops per annum. A whole crop 
from the hen he sold or bartered for the value 
of six Spanish dollars, and the cock’s crop for 
double that price. 

The retail price of feathers ran from six 

cents each for those of the body to 16 cents 
for those from the wings or tai] of the hens 
and to 40 cents forthe white feathers of the 
male, but the latter were scarce and could not 
be obtained even for money. I observed in 
my experience in those wilds that there is an 
interchange of adoraments between the Sa- 
hara and our civilized world, and all for the 
sake of the kind and fair sex. The Saharans 
furnish silky feathers for our ladies to en- 
hance their golden curls, while the Europeans 
furnish copper bracelets and anklets, neck- 
laces, pearls, and beads for the sable Saharan 
beauties. 
The trade in ostrich eggs is limited on ac- 
count of the difficulty of carrying them in se- 
curity over the immense distance which sepa- 
rates this city from the northern seaports. On 
this account many are eaten or sold for scant 
value.

A good man dies, the eyes of his 
fellow-men are opened, and they see as they 
never saw before—their hearts burning within 
them the while—what his life meant; and they 
are filled with the desire to take up the work 
That has fallen from his fingers and to carry it 
on according to his plan. This is à form of 
inspiration, and inspiration is one of the forms 
in which wisdom &prings from strength. 

Eighteen years ago, in 1874, a few under- 
graduates of Oxford, upon whom the great 
truth had dawned that “the good life has a 
claim upon us in virtue of its supreme worth 
to humanity, used to spend part of their va- 
cation in the neighborhood of St. Jude’s, 
Whitechapel, and join in the work of the par- 
ish. One of these men was Arnold Toyn- 
bee. Early in 1883 Arnold Toynbee 
died, and in the Michaelmas term of 
the same year, and in response to 3 
letter from a graduate of St. John’s, Cam- 
bridge, a paper was read by Mr. Barnett at 
Oxford, in which a scheme for a university 
settlement at the East End of London was set 
forth in detail. The su tion was eagerly 
caught up at both the Universities; in June, 
1874, the association was registerea, and as no 
name as well, or better, expressed the aspira. 
tions of the promoters than that of Arnold 
Toynbee, the tirst settlement was called Toya- 
bee Hall. 

By the articles of the association the “aims 
and hopes of the founders” were put into 
legal form, and by these it is shown that Toyn- 
bee Hall “exists to provide education and the 


means of recreation for the people of the 
poorer districts of London and other at 
cities; to inquire into the condition of the 
poor, and to consider and advance plans cal- 
culated to promote their welfare. 

Thus it wil! ve seen that from the very be- 
ginning the efforts of the Toynbee Hall work- 
ers ran in two channels, the social and the 
educational. It is not by any means easy to 
convince a very large and important section 
of the community that sociology and religion 
are not antagonistic; therefore the social side 
of the Toynbee Hall teaching is less recog- 
nized than the educational, and yet the for- 
mer has probably been deeper in its effects 
than the latter, and the influence of the 
lace may be more truly measured by the 
riendships formed between individuals, and 
by the increase of goodwill, than by the num- 
ber of classes and students. 

The question, What is Toynbee Hall? is 
often asked, and the best answer is, perhaps,

Its Sensations Reported by Another Man 
Who Thought He Was Dead. 

What has recently been said by various per- 
sons on ho it feels to die, says a, writer m 
the New York Sun, recalls to my mind my 
own experience of the sensation of dying, both 
by drowning and by disease. When a well- 
grown boy, but before I had learned to swim, 
I fell into the Hudson River from 
off a dock at Poughkeepsie. My recol- 
lections of it are very distinct. The first sen- 
sation, when the lungs filled with water, was 
disagreeable, as of terror and suffocation. 
After that a serene feeling of calm indifference 
came over me. If it has been the experience 
of others in drowning that everything they 
ever thought and did passed with lightning 


ence. I lay on my back on the bottom of the 
river in water about twelve feet deep with 
my eyes at first wide open; then a feeling of 
drowsiness came over me and I seemed to go 
to sieep and dream as n be- 
fore or since in my bed. was no pain 
nor any terror of dying. Pretty soon a pole 
which my ‘companions had thrust into the 
water with hopes of rescue struck me and 
startled me as out of a sleep. I grasped the 
pole and was drawn to the surface and rescued

Later on in life, after a severe sickness of 
inflammation of the lungs and t id-fever, 
I died in my bed—at all events I heard the 
doctor say to the members of my family who 
were standing at my bedside, He is just 
about gone.

Further than this, the 
hub or true cylinder carrying these blades is 
mounted eccentrically in relation to the casing in 
which the blades operate. Nevertheless, at each 
point of the casing all the ends and sides of the 
fans are in contact with the surface of the 
casing. . 
The machine is mounted on wheels, and, with a 
, movable scaffold which accompanies it, two 
painters and an engineer are able to accomplish 
the work of thirty men painting in the ordinary 
way. The expenditure of time and money is 
much less, and the painting of the buildings will 
be completed in time for the opening of the Ex- 
position, a task which could scarcely be accom- 
plished in the old way of painting without em- 
ploying 500 or 600 men.

It has been frequently remarked with re- 


gret that when the buildings of the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition have fulfilled their purpose 
and the time comes for taking them down the 
decorative paintings which adorn them must be 
destroyed. But how much more regrettable 
. would be the destruction or damaging of these 
1 works before the opening of the, Exposition. 
: The rains of last week showed many imperfec- 
tions in the roofs of several of the buildings. 
Most of the decorative work on the pendentive 
domes of the Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building seems to be fairly well protected from 
water from above. 

On the dome executed by J. Alden Wier, how- 
ever, there is evidence of a leak which if not 
stopped may result in serious damage. In the 
lap of the figure which ornaments the southwest- 
ern pendentive of this dome there is a large dark 
spot. which may regain its original color if it is 
soon dried. Even if the plaster should not fall 
from the effects of leaking roofs there is danger 
that the effects of lime water soaking through it 

1 may seriously affect the oil colors with which 
; these domes are painted.

The 
ballot boxes this year are much larger than 
any ever used before, and the glasses in them 
are protected by strong bars, which give them 
the appearance of miniature prisons. 

In the preparation of such a ballot as that 
to be voted — great care must be ob- 
served, and it is in this that the board exer- 
cises its closest scrutiny. The same arrange- 
ment of the ticket cannot be observed for 
each precinct. There are fifteen different sets 
of tickets for the various precincts of Chi- 
cago and the nine precincts of Cicero. The 
ballots for each precinct must contain the 
names of the candidate for Congress in the 
district in which that precinct is; the name 
of the candidate for State Senator in the dis- 
trict in which that precinct is; name or 
names, not to exceed three, of the candidates 
for the Legislature in the district in which 
that precinct m. 

Some of these Senatorial, districts are so ar- 
ranged that they cover portions of one 
Congressional district. For icstance, the 
Seventh Senatorial District is in the First and 
Fourth Congressional Districts, the Fourth is 
in the Second and Fourth Congressional Dis- 


tricts.

But a ballot with the names of the candi- 
dates for Senator in the Fourth Senatorial 
District, for example, would not be available 
for a Senatorial vote in one section of the 
Fourth Congressional District, while it would 
,be in another. The Board of Election Com- 
missioners is responsible for the correct ar- 
rangement of these, and as each set of these 
tickets is carefully and accurately labeled and 
directed for its precinct, there is not much 
probability of the package going astray. 

There is one set of tickets which will not 
contain the names of any candidates for Drain- 
age Commissioners—those tickets will go to 
that section south of Eighty-seventh street, 
which 1s not in the drainage district. 

There are in the district comprising Chicago 
and the nine precincts of Cicero four Congres- 
sional and ten Senatorial Districts. 


DEMOCRACY MEANS FREE TRADE, 


A Policy Which Even English Tories Are 
Getting Tired Of and Are Repudiating. 
From a letter in the National Observer, 

London, Oct. 19: I noticed with pleasure that 
in a recent article of yours you recommended 
a return to Elizabethaa principles as the true 
policy of the Tory party. ‘hese principles, 
both in Chureh and State, embodied, as it 
were, in a perfectly artistic form the guiding 
spirit of our legislation since parliaments 
first began, and they were, on the whole, fol- 
lowed by legislators down to the end of last 
century. It would seem likely, then, that 
these principles, the result of the experience 
of centuries, are more likely to be sound than 
those which have prevailed for the last fifty 
years or so, and this we are ye to dis- 
cover in various directions. ay I quote the 
preamble to the Act af 5 Eliz., c. 7, in which 
the reasons for proteetion of national indus- 
tries at the right time are given with great 
clearness and beauty of language: 

** Whereas. Heretofore the arteficers of this 
realm of England, that is—to wit: girdlers 
cuttlers, saddlers, glovers, point-makers, an 
such like handicraftsmen have been in their said 
faculties greatly wrought, and greatly set oa 
work as well for sustentation of themselves, 
their wives and families, as for a good educa- 
tion of a great part of the youth of this realm 
in good art and laudable exercise, besides 
the manifoid benefits that by means or rea- 
sop of their knowledges, inventions, and con- 
tinual travail daily and. universaily 
come to the whole estate of the common- 
wealth of the said realm; yet, notwithstand- 
ing, it so is that by reason of the abundance 
of foreign wares brought into this realm 
from the parts of beyond seas, the said 
arteficers are not only less occupied and 
thereby utterly impoverished, the youth not 
trained in the said sciences exercises and 
thereby the said faculties ana the exquisite 
knowledges thereof like in a short time within 
this realm to decay, but also divers citizens 
and towns withinthis realm of England much 
impaired, the whole realm greatly endam- 
aged and other countries notably enriched, 
and the people thereof well set a work to these 
commodities and livingsin the arts and sci- 
ences aforesaid, and to the great discourage- 
ment of skillful workmen of. this realm, be- 
ing in very dead nothing inferior to any 
stranger in the faculties aforesaid.”’ 

And so the act entirely prohibits the im. 
portation of a number of articles made by the 
“*arteficer” aforesaid, (bserve that, strangely 
enough, there is not a word in this preamble 
about the importance to the consumer of get- 
ting his goods in the cheapest market from the 
country which had the “greatest relative ad- 
vantage in their production. The only ob- 
ject of these legislators seems to have been to 
breed and preserve a race of skilied and flour- 
ishing English citizens, leavmg other coun- 
tries to make their own arrangements. It 
must seem curious to our Cobden club friends 
that this policy, which has now fallen so obso- 
lete in England, is precisely that which Prinve 
Bismarck, a modern statesman of some re- 
pute, instituted in Germany. 


INDICTMENTS ARE NOT QUASHED. 


Judge Webb Decides Plea in Abatement 
in the Mead Case. 

Wappaca, Wis., Nov. 5.—[Special. ]|—Judge 
Webb has handed down his decision in the 
plea in abatement in the murder cases. He 
held that while the drawing of the grand jury 
might not be in strict. accordance with the 
statutes-there was nothing in the evidence 
that would warrant him in settmg aside the 
indictments as found by the jury: that the de- 
fense had failed in its efforts to prove any 
conspiracy existing between the Sheriff and 
District-Attorney or with any member of the 
grand jury as inst any one of the defend- 
ants; that they had simply done their duty as 
the circumstances in the cage required; and 
he therefore, not quash the jndict- 
ments or set them aside, The deferdants, 
Stout, Prior, and Bronson, who were indicted 
for commutting the murder, and Lea and Poll 
as accessories, were then arraigned and pleaded 
“not guilty.”” Attorney Sanborn then made 
a motion Defendants Stout, Prior, and 
Bronson be given a separate trial.

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HOW A SHIP'S DEOK WAS OLEARED 
OF FIRMA: DAHOMEYANS. 


Capt. Bonnean’s Thrilling Experience Off 
the Coast of Southwestern Africa—Na- 
tives Who Were Bent on Mischief, and 
How Their Murderous’ Schemes Were 
Cleverly Circumvented—Yankee Sailors 
Who Were Not Caught Napping—Saved 
from Capture by an Accident. 

Charleston Letter in the New York Times; 
A Paris dispatch to the Times of Aug. 10 an- 
nounemg the bombardment of the entire 
coast of Dahomey by French naval forces and 
the invasion and destruction of interior Da- 
homeyan towns by French naval brigades had 
an interested reader in Capt. Frank C. Bon- 
neau of Charleston, the famous Confederate 
blockade-ruuner of the last war, who in 1858, 
on the Dahomeyan coast, escaped capture by 
the merest accident, > 

In 1858 Bonneau, having completed a cruise 
in the United States Navy as secretary to Com- 
modore Ingraham, and being desirous of some 
active work, obtained the command of a hand- 
some brig, the Jehosse of Charleston, S. C., 
and under instructions from the brig’s owners 
made a run for the African coast. Trade was 
brisk on the African coast in those days—so 
brisk, in fact, that all the principal powers 
kept warships on the station looking out for 
just such craft as Bonneau commanded. Bon- 
neau’s account of his experience on the 
Dahomeyan coast is best given as told by him 
to the Times correspondent. 

It was in 1858, said Bonneau, “ while 
lying with the Jehosse at Cape Coast Castle, 
that I formed the idea of running down for a 
look at the southwest coast, as that part of 
Africa known as Dahomey is styled. I was 
worried about approaching Porto Novo, the 
place the French have just bombarded, be- 
cause of the warlike tribes that infested the 
whole country in and around that port. 

was told that repeated efforts 

had been made to establish a 

palm oil station at Porto Novo, but ‘hat luaco 

Dua, the head tribesman of the country, had 

prohibited all nations from even makinga 

landing. This Iuaco Dua, I was informed, 
was the most bloodthirsty savage on the coast. 

It had long been his practice annually to cele- 

brate his Yam Feast by an inauguration 

of the most horrible and bloody tragedies in 
honor of the occasion. His throne was built 
upon the skulls of hundreds of prisoners, all 

murdered in his presence and dispatched in a 

cruel and fiendish manner known so well to 

the brute. 

Despite the stories I heard of the Daho- 
meyans I determined to run down their coast 
and so one hot morning about 10 o’clock i 
was standing in on the starboard tack with 
Porto Novo close aboard, The coast in the 
vicinity was rough and high, broken here and 
there by deep ravines and marked along its 
entire stretch by high cr In the interior 
high mountain ranges could be seen stretch- 
ing far away to the southward and eastward. 
The wind at the time I was standing in was 
extremely light. I made a grave mistake in 
approaching a suspicious coast under such 
conditions. It would have been wiser had I 
waited for the strong sea breeze which regu- 
larly sprang up later in the day, coming al- 
ways from the southwest. 

* As I continued to head in on the starboard 
tack I short!y made out ahead three canoes 
putting out from the land, each canoe con- 
taining twelve or thirteen men. Fearing noth- 
ing from these few craft, I allowed them to 
approach the brig’s side and began to ques- 
tion them about the country. I had an inter- 
preter aboard whom I secured before making 
the present cruise. 

* While engaged in questioning the canoes 
alongside my attention was called by my peo- 
ple to several larger canoes seen to be ap- 
proaching from the shore, each one contain- 
ing no less than twenty-five men, and in one 
boat in particular appeared to be some officer 
of rank. 

The first boats that had approached made 
no signs of a desire to board the brig, the fel- 
lows in the canoes apparently contented to 
keep close up to me for a look only. But now 
on the approach of the larger canoes just ob- 
served the boats near by pulled right along- 
side, and without any further ado*every man 
that could climb over my rail jumped on deck. 
The manner in which these fellows landed 
themselves looked suspicious. I did not fancy 
it at all. No sooner had they planted their 
feet upon deck than they began asking as to 
what we had to sell and what we wished to 
buy. and then soon followed up their inquiries 
by demands for rum, and this they did with- 
out any attempt at asking for it. 

The sudden, suspicious actions of these 
black fellows caused me quietly to pass a 
word among my crew, and at the same time I 
saw to it that each man had his pistol and 
cutlass ready at band. I at once ordered the 
brig’s wheel put down, and passed the word 
to take stations for tacking ship. To my 
— relief the former light breeze was now 

reshening. No sooner, though, had I given 
the order totack than there was a peculiar 
movement discernible on tHe part of those 
who had boarded me, and at the same time 
every canoe about the brig commenced pall- 
ing in alongside, their inmates catching hold 
of every availabie rope hanging over the side 
and swinging themselves up and on board. 

The brig at this time was under topgallant- 
sails. I gave the order to loose and set the 
royals and to hoist the lower staysail, for I 
found I had now no less than sixty blacks on 
my decks, and nearly every one of the brutes 
had managed to get on board while the brig 
was in stays. 

„As 1 glanced forward at this assemblage 
my eye suddenly espied our bulldog, one of 
the most ferocious brutes of his species, 
chained under the forecastle deck, and now 
tugging with all his might at the chain which 
held him. If there was any one thing that 
bulldog hated it wasa black. The sight of 
one drove him into a rage little short of 
frenzy. The blacks, I noticed, cast every now 
and then a quick look at the dog, and I ob- 
served that they kept well clear of him. I 
took all this in in a flash, as I also saw that 
nothing short of some stampede would save 
the brig and the lives of all her crew. and that 
that something had to pe done quickly. 

Just to show those on deck that I was not 
afraid I backed thé headyards, for I had the 
brig under full coatrol, and told them all that 
{ merely wanted to keep the brig’s head otf 
shore. Having done this, I ordered up some 
cases of rum, and no sooner were the heads 
knocked in than I saw that pandemonium was 
about to reign supreme. Immediately they 
went at the rum, pouring it down their throats 
like water, and, in one instance, one man 
pouring the entire contents of a demijohn 
down the throat of one of his fellows. Once 
they got hold of- rum they refused to talk 
trade of any kind, ana their game became ap- 
parent, if it had not been before. 

At this s one of my crew came aft 
with the word the boats coming up were 
loaded with spears, and that it looked as if the 
spears were about to be passed on board. 
Without further.ado, I myself took the wheel, 
telling the steward, who was close by, to stand 
by to relieve me, and gave the word to my 
men to fill away the head yards. The crowd 
on deck was by this time too mueh engrossed 
in getting drunk to notice my movement. In 
a twinkle 1 had the head sails drawing. 
In another moment the brig was keel- 
ing over under her canvas to the tune 
of an eight-knot breeze, and the boats 
alongside were at the same time cut adrift. I 
let the brig go off some three or four points 
and ordered every man in the crew to be pre- 
yg to jump.in with his pistol and cutlass. 
‘or by this time the yells of the inmates of 
the canoes we were leaving behind had at- 
tracted the intention of those on deck, and the 
latter were just beginning to realize theit sit- 
uation.

they felt and saw the brig fairly skimming 
over the water, fear and anger was at once 
depicted on their faces. Some drew knives, 
others vaguely looked about for the arms they 
expected, al of which latter had been capsized 
by the brig as she bore down on the cance 
containing them.

„On the brig’s deck everybody, including 
the dog, was ready for a further tussle, the 
latter, in particular, being by no means satis- 
fied by the punishment had inflicted. I 
think, though, that as we began to cool down 
all hands were glad of the end. We doubtiess 
failed to afford. those Dahomeyans the feast 
they had fully expected paving off us that day, 
for, as I was afterward told by an English 
Captain at Widdah, when relating to him our 
experience, we had a most lucky esca As 
it was, a good dog, a fine crew, a stiff 
breeze alone saved a smart American brig on 
that occasion from being lost. 

That the Frenchmen have at last taken the 
brutes in hand I am glad to see, and I wish 
them success. There is nothing I would like 
better than to be with them.“ 


REASONS FOR BIG HOG RECEIPTS. 


Farmers Marketed Their Stock Because of 
the Talk of a Short Cofn Crop. 

The following from the Price Current will 
interest hog-raisers all over the West: 

The last summer season furnishes an illustra- 
tion of the influence of the corn crop and market 
values of this grain in shifting the inc 0 
farmers with reference to moving hogs to market. 
When it became apparent in June and subsequent- 
ly that a great shortage in the corn crop was in- 
evitabie it was accepted as the proper policy to 
hasten stock to market, and save the grain. This 
was encouraged by the strengthened pfices

hundred from a supply 
that otherwise would have visible subse- 
quent to the first of November. At the present 
time the prevalent talk suggesta a short supply 
of hogs compared with last yeur--and quite likely 
this will prove to be the case for some weeks in 
the early part of the season now opening. Prices 
of hogs have been so much advanced as to yield 
a good profit in feeding corn. This has led the 
farmer recently to not only retain his young 
stock, but in a large way to also become a buyer 
for feeding, while at the same time he is holding 
back breeding animals, under the encouraging 
outlook. These conditions go tuw an 
appearance of scarcity o „ under the 
lessened offerings, than is actually the 
case in a proper comparison of the position. 
It is not, there mae, See order to accept with great 
confidence the probability of current values be- 
ing sustained, or that the winter supply of hogs 
is likely to fall essentially short of last year. And 
it should be borne in mind that the situation en- 
courages an effort for enlarging the future supply 
of hogs, so that ifthere be no unusual interfer 
conditions the op spring may be expected to 
develop a liberal production of pigs, which, al- 
though not marketable until late in the summer 
season or subsequently, will nevertheless form a 
basis for sentiment affecting trading operations. 
Under these possibilities and other conditions 
surrounding the packing interest at this time 
there is much to ehcourage a halting course or 
an inclination to freely offer product for future 
delivery against current manufacture. 


LA GRIPPE IS COMING THIS WAY. 


It Has Keappeared in New York and May 
Be Expected in Chicago in Ten Days. 

The grip has reappeared in New York. If 
the malady follows its usual course it will be 
due in Chicago in abeut ten days. Dr. John 
D. Ware, Commissioner of Public Health, 
said yesterday that the disease hadn’t ap- 
peared in Chicago this fall. The prevailing 
weather is said to be particularly favorable 
for the progress of the disease and extreme 
caution is recommended by all physicians. 

“The death rate in Chicago this year has 
been lower than it was last year, said Dr. 
Ware yesterday. “The difference is more 
than 1,000. The sanit condition is good 
in comparison with What it has been before. 
Now, that statement is not made in a spirit 
of self-praise at all. It 16 a fact. I think I 
have driven through more alleys in Chicago 
than any.other man end I say the sanitary 
situation is good for Chicago. It can’t be 
said that the conditions existing in Chicago 
are favorable or unfavorable for the grip, 
continued Dr. Ware, “Physicians think 
there is much yet to be learned about the 
disease.”’

My friends,” he said, in accepting the 
invitation of your County committee to speak 
to you this evening I beg you will acquit me 
of any desire to thrust my own personality 
upon you. The opinions of any man upon the

—and no more; and their weight must depend 
finally upon the reasons he can give for enter- 
taining them. It is true I have been led by a 
study of the relative pomtions of the two great 
parties to abandon the political opinions I 
have long held and to adopt the principles of

* But I do not presume upon that fact as a 
reason why I should set myself up as an in- 
structor of other men.

“It is no light thing to sever the ties that 
have bound one to a party in whose history is 
interwoven so much of the history of one’s 
country, in whose record there is so ach 
that is proud and heroic and glorious.

Cuicaao, Nov, 5.—{To the Editor of the Trib- 
une. The election of this year is especially im- 
portant to the citizens of Chicago because it in- 
volves the choice of two Judges of the Circuit 
Court and six Judges of the Superior Court.

To Teach Christian Sociology and English 
Bible in Chicago Theological Seminary. 
Chicago Theological Seminary’s latest ad- 

dition is Prof. Graham Taylor, who is at the 

head of the new department just created of 

Christian Sociology and the English Bible, the 


in this country. It contemplates instruction 
in general sdéciology and the social sciences, 
and the practical use of the English Bible. 
One of the outgrowths of this partment, 
soon to be seen and felt here, will a sem- 
inary settlement in one of the divisions of the 
city, probably on the South Side. It will be 
similar to the Hull House Mission, the work 
of which is known throughout the Christian 
world. In connection with this chair in the 
seminary a distinct department will be set 
aside in the library. work of. the depart- 
ment of which Prof. Taylor is the head has al- 
ready begun. Elective courses for specialists 
were established the first of this month, and 
these include post graduates. 

Prof. Taylor comes to i from the 
Theological Seminary of Hartford, where he 
was Professor of Practical Theology. He is 
also from the pastorate of the largest church 
in Hartford, situated down-town in the midst 
of the working people of that city. His labor 
there was along social and reforinatory lines, 
and the work contemplated in the department 
just established in the Chi Theological 
Seminary will be of asimilar character. Prof. 
Taylor will also have supervision and direc- 
tion of the students’ codperation in the mis- 
sion and church work of the, city and suburbs. 
The financial aid extended to the students is 
in remuneration for this work, thus enabling 
them to earn. what they receive, so that it will 
be on a business basis and not rest on charity. 

A reception will be givento Dr. Taylor 
Thursday evening, Nov. 10, by the directors 
and faculty of the seminary, to which the fac- 
ulties of other seminaries and congregations 
and city pastors will be invited. resi- 
dence of Dr. Taylor is No. 897 West Monroe 
street. 


“NED” CHRISTIE KILLED BY OFFICERS 


The Outlaw’s House Blown Up by Dyna- 
mite and He Is Riddled. 

Tama, I. T., Nov. 5.—Ned Christie, 
the notorious outlaw who killed Dan Maples, 
a United States official, a year ‘ago, is dead. 
He was surrounded about daylight yesterday 
by sixteen United States Deputy Marshals, 
led by Dick Bruno and A. G. White. 
The presence of the officers was un- 
known to Christie until sunrise, when 
one of his companions came out of 
the cabin where Christie had fortified him- 
self. He was ordered to surrender, but the 
only reply was ashower of bullets, none of 
which, however, took effect. The fire was re- 
turned and he was severely wounded, He 
managed to get back into the house, 
however, and then began an. all-day battle, 
in which neither side suffered any 
damage. Late in the evenimg the 
officers resorted to dynamite and succeeded in 
blowing down part of the house and setting 
fire to the ruins. While the blaze was fiercest 
Christie was seen to emerge from under the 
floor and start to run. e was ordered to 
hait. He did not stop and was riddled 
with bullets. He fell and tried to regain his feet, 
but another volley settlea him. officers 
then turned their attention to the burning 
building and discovered Charles Harley trying 
to escape. He was terribly burned, but was 
able to run.

AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Extravagant Encomiums That Have Been 
Passed on the Structure—Sketch of the 
Life of the Accomplished Architect— 
His Achievements in Designing the 
Handsome Building Pronounced the 
Greatest Thing That Has Been Done in 
Architecture During This Century. 

The extravagant encomiums that have been 
passed from first to last, but especially. of 
late, on the Arts Building at Jackson Park 
have excited considerable public inquiry con- 
cerning its accomplished architect, Charles 
B. Atwood, designer-in-chief of the Exposi- 
tion buildings. To gratify this curiosity a re- 
porter for Tun Tursune called on the gentle- 
man yesterday at the gorgeous bachelor’s 
hall which he keeps at No. 155 Fifty-first 
street to learn from him a few facts concern- 
ing his training and his professional career. 

Mr. Atwood was born in Charlestown, Mass., 
in 1849. His father, who is still living, is a 
banker in Millbury, Mass. The whole family 
on both sides of the house is endowed with a 
marked artistic and sensitive temperament, 
but none of them were artists except an uncle, 
who combined the profession of a minister 
with that of an architect. 

° The Bent of His Mind. 

When Mr. Atwood was 14 years old his 
father sent him to an architect’s office to 
study mechanical drawing, just to discover, if 
possible, the bent of his mind. He remained 
there two years, and developed such a passion 
and such an aptitude for the work that he 
spent the next three years in study in the 
office of Ware & Van Brunt, the Boston archi- 
tects. He then entered the scientifie school 
of Harvard University. When he had finished 
his studies there he returned to Ware & Van 
Brunt’s office, where he remained until 1870. 

After 1870 Mr. Atwood had an office of his 
own in Boston until 1874, when he became the 
house and furniture designer of Herter Bros. 
on Fifth avenue, New York, where he re- 
mained for ten years. After that he had 
an office of his own in that city until 
the spring of 1891, when Mr. Burnham 
selected him as designer-in-chief of the 
Exposition buildings. There are 200 of these 
buildings, and Mr. Atwood has been called 
upon to design all sorts of structures from an 
engine-house up to the Arte Building. Among 
them are the Forestry Building, the Terminal 
Station, the Music Hall, the Peristyle and the 


Casino, 
A Universal Designer. 

Mr. Atwood’s reputation is that of a uni- 
versal designer and not of an architect only. 
When with Herter Bros. and afterwards 
it devolved on him frequently to design a 
palatial residence entire from the wails down 
to the tapestry and carpets, and some of his 
best work was of this composite character. 
He designed in this way no less than five great 
palaces for the Vanderbilt family, all on Fifth 
avenue. One was for W. H. erbilt and 
tne others for his four sons-in-law—Elliott F. 
Shepard, William Sloan, Dr. Seward Webb, 
and Hamilton McK. Twombly. The first three 
of these cost over $1,000,000 each, without the 
land, and the other two $500,000 each. 

Among the other great private residences 
that Mr. Atwood designed were those of David 
Dows on Fifth avenue, New York, D. O. Mills 
at Menlo Fark, near San Fraucisco, and two 
for Mrs. Mark Hopkins, one in San Fran- 
cisco and one at Great Barrington, Mass. The 
splendor of Mrs. Hopkins’ Great Barrington 
residence may be inferred from the fact that 
it cost $1,500,000, that it contains a music hall 
in which there is an $80,000 organ, and that it 
absorbed all of Mr. Atwood’s time for two 
years. 

Carried Off First Prises. 

Mr. Atwood has been frequently offered 
competitive designs for great public build- 
ings, and has generally carried off the first 
prize. When only 0 years old he took 
the prize for a design for the City Hall 


of San Francisco, and a year later the prize 


for a design for the City Hall of Holyoke, 
Mass., though R. M. Hunt, who designed the 
Administration Building, was one of his com- 
petitors. He was one of the competitors in 
the case of the Public Library of Boston, and 


took the first prize of $5,000. But a subse- 
quent act of the Legislature threw the matter 
into the hands of the City Council, which 


repudiated Mr. Atwood’s plan, and adopted 
the pian of the city architect. The result was

The only data given him by Mr. Burnham 


were the uses of the building, its cost, and the 
area of ground covered. His first step was to 
make a study of the art buildings of all pre- 
vious expositions, after which the design un- 
folded itself to him, step by step. He ex- 
pressed a regret that his work had been so 
crowded by the adjoining buildings, and es- 
pecially that the IIlinois Building had ruined 
the view of it from the southern part of the 
grounds.

RATE ON A LARGE LOAN. 


‘New Scheme Proposed for Constructing 
Houses—Building Company Certificates 
te Be Sold as Personal Property—Sale 
of South Side Acres Formally Closed— 
Wabash Avenue Leasehold and Build- 
ing Transferred—Extensive Real-Estate 
Loans Negotiated—Real- Estate News.

Experience has taught the shrewd capitalist 
that investments in the rapid growth of man- 
ufacturing and commercial towns have 
brought the greatest and surest returns, and 
this has proven the mainspring in the devel- 
opments of progress in the Middle and Soutb- 
ern States and in the great Northwest. All 
who engaged in real-estate speculations did 
not become Astors or Vanderbilts, but all the 
capitalists who have used the same good judg- 
ment have been largely successful. 

There have been some grand land schemes 
inaugurated in the Far West, but they have

created superficial values that can never 
realized. This is the reckless pace of all 
speculation. When the history of the grand 
movement in real estate shall be written cor- 
rectly it will show that those who have made 
investments in cities that have had solid 
foundations on which to base future growth 
have reaped rich rewards. 

Real estate as an avenue of speculation is 
the most legitimate. The es who makes 
big profits by the rapid advance in the price 
of real estate bas not impoverished any one 
else. In the greater number of instances the 
enhanced value of real estate is due to the se- 

curing of railroads ana the location of large 
manufacturing plants. There are a number 
of cities in this country where the situation in 
this respect will bear the closest investigation.

. GOLDEN AGE OF “ WILDCAT.” 


J. F. Daugherty’s Recollections of the Days 
of State Bank Currency. 

Indianapolis Journal: J. F. Daugherty, 
President of the Tippecanoe club, is one of 
the old citizens of this city, and nearly all old 
residents know him. Few people are in pos- 
session of more accurate data and remunis- 
cences of the days of wildeat money in 
this city than he, and very few people handled 
more of it.. Yesterday Mr. Daugherty was 
found and he unlocked his store of memories 
which, however familiar they may be, are 


none the less interesting. 

During the wildcat days I lived in Boone 
County.“ said Mr. Daugherty, *‘ and was en- 
gaged in the merchandise and grain business. 
My experience with that money began with 
its inception and continued to the end of it. 
Whenever aman cametome with a load of 
wheat his first and oaly question was, What 
kind of money will you give me?’ If I paid in 
ordinary currency he would object and want 
currency that would pass outside the State. 
George Clinger sold me 200 bushels of 
wheat and took currency that would pass 
in Kentucky, Ohio, and Indiana at 12 per cent 
discount rather than — the full amount in 
Indiana bank currency. A number of my 
neighbors deposited eir money with me 
when they sold their grain to me, and, of 
course, I used the money in a business way. 
When the time came ay * ir money 
was so much A in vAlue that I came 
very near breaking up, but succeeded in 
raising it all in good money. 
These and many other instances were 
cited by Mr. Daugherty that brought 
back the days which Adlai Stevenson calis 
the golden * 2 Mr. Daugherty remem- 
bered, he said, how Hamilton Carson, a good 
old Democrat of this city, used to go down to 
Cincinnati and, after buying up all the Indi- 
ana State Bank’ 8 currency at a discount that 
coald be gotten hold of would return, and go- 
ing to the Auditor of the county in which the 
money was issued, purchase bonds with the 
money at its face value, ship the bonds 
sell them, anc with the proceeds return to his 
business of preying on —— of the State’s 
money.

Available statistics show that in Great 
Britain, the paradise of tariff reformers, 
3,164 strikes occurred in 1889. The British 
Board of Trade officially reports 1,028 strikes 
in 1890, with 392,981 persons involved in 738 
of these. 

It will be seen by a comparison of the rela- 
tive number and importance of strikes in the 
United States and in Great Britain for the 
year 1890 that the number was much greater 
in the latter country, and that the number of 
persons involved was more than three times 
as great in proportion to the number of work- 
ingmen in the respective countries. 

nthe recent strike in the Durham (En- 
glish) district 100,000 coal miners went out 
and remained idle from March 12 to June 1, 
when they accepted a reduction of 10 per cent 
in wages. The anthracite coal miners in the 
United States are receiving higher wages in 
1892 than for five years past. 

In the English cotton mills a prolonged 
shut down and general wage reduction is an- 
nounced. In American cotton mills (the 
largest in the country are at Fall River) 
wages were recently increased voluntarily, 
and hours of labor shortened. 

But half as many men were involved in 
strikes during the first half of President Har- 
rison’s administration as during the first half 
of President Cleveland’s. In the list of strikes 
of all protected manufacturing industries from 
Dec. 4, 1890, to June 18, 1892, as tabulated by 
Representative John De Witt Warner, the 
ardent free trade {orator, but seventy-seven 
strikes are accredited to this whole period of 
eighteen months.

Los Ancezs, Cal., Oct. 24.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—It is a somewhat curious fact 
that trom the very first Southern California 
has had closer relations with the East, es- 
pecially Chicago,than with her older sister 
communities on the coast, like San Francisco 
and other old townsin the State. It partly 
came from the fact that Sah Francisco did 
not always smile upon the new southern 
country, and until comparatively recent times 
her merchants have not canvassed it as a 
commercial field. But the main cause of 
this has been the fact that this por- 
tion of California has been peopled by

cause larger and nearer to us than any other 
great commercial center the City of Chicago 
has given us most and taken most in return. 


It has loaned capital, contributed the best 
representatives of its constructive energies, 


‘and has shown our products and made for 


them a place and a market. 

But the strongest tie of all that binds to 
Chicago is the tie of companionship which has 
come of the friends who have made their 
homes here. To many hundreds of Chicago 
people Los Angeles is no longer a strange 
though distant land, for neighbors and kin- 
dred are here, and yearly interchange of fam- 
ily visits is commg to be common.

In truth, no men- 
tion of climate was made, since that word has 
been greatly overworked and even abused 
these many years; but one must reserve the 
right to speak of the weather, which is a sim- 
ple fact, and not a structure or construction. 
There are bright, healthful, beautiful days 
in the East. Let any one conscientiously 
count them up. The average opinion would 
not agree that tbere are over 100 
there that are to be compared to 300 here. 
That is as fairly as anybody could sum up the 
case. Of the other sixty-five none are as bad 
as the bad weather of the East. re is no 
heat, or cold, or storm that causes actual suf- 
fering to any human creature decently clothed 
and housed. is no such thing asa rough 
day, as the term is understood everywhere 
east of this coast chain of mountains. And 
this tells the whole story of the remarkable 
weather in this narrow belt of land between 
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rtsman and a member of the 
mous San Joaquin Shooting club. 

In connection with the above reference to 
the Chamber of Commerce and the work it is 
doing for Southern California mention is nat- 
urally made of Mr. C. D. Willard, son of Sam- 
uel Willard of Chicago, Secretary of the 
chamber, and an udefatigable worker in its 
interests, who came here in 1886 and devoted 
the earliest of his sojourn here to newspaper 
work. In 1891 Mr. Willard was married to 
Miss McGregor of Chicago, daughter of W. 
McGregor of the McGregor Iron company. 
They reside at Glendale. 

Dr. Norman Bridge, formerly one of the 
best known physicians of the West Side, has 
been living in Southern California since De- 
cember, 1890.

It will be of interest and value, perhaps, to 
set down the views of Dr. Norman Bridge, so 
well known as a conscientious and able med- 
ical authority. Being asked to say for publi- 
cation in Tue Trreunz what he had found 
Southern California to offer in the way of 
climatic conditions he gave this answer: 

My observation of Southern California asa 
place of residence as compared with the States 
east of the mountain region leads me to these 
conclusions: The physical discomfort inci- 
dent to the weather is about 25 per cent of 
what it is in Chicago. The seasons are all en- 
joyable as compared with the same seasons in 

East. The winter, which is regarded by 
our friends in the East as the most delightful, 
is really the most disagreeable. The spring is 
the most charming, next in order of compari- 
son is the autumn, while the summer, al- 
though witnessing a higher temperature by 5° 
or 10° than the Chicago summer, is very much 
less disagreeable. The nights, with rare ex- 
ceptions, are so cool as to require blankets in 
7 . 

The winter is the season of rain, clouds, and 
such cold as we have. e temperature fre- 
quently touches the freezing point and occa- 
sionally drops several degrees below for a 
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short time during the night, but rarely is it 
cold enough to harm roses and oranges. 

winter is also our period of winds, some of 
which are disagreeable. Occasionally but 
not often in summer time we have a windy 
day in the valleys, when the dust is carried 
into the air by the force of its currents, but 


along the foothills from Pasadena to Red- 


lands, during the tive months of dry weather, 
a dust storm is altogetherunknown. If winds 
as severe as occur in the winter should visit 
us in the summer it would be a dusty country 
te live in. As it is, we have little dust in the 
summer except what is produced by move- 
ments of animals, vehicles, and people. I have 
lived now two summers sixte.n miles north of 

Anyeles, and have thus made a railroad 
journey of thirty-two miles per day to attend 
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my office, and have experienced less dust 
than I did every summer of my life in 
Chicago. 

It is unwise and unfair to claim for this 
region any special medicinal virtue for par- 
ticular diseases, but the air being drier makes 
life more endurable for pulmonary patients 
and their recovery more likely. The possibi)- 
ity of living largely out of doo1s, with the ex- 
ercise which that involves, helps numerous 
such invalids, as well as many others, to re- 
cover, who in the climate of the East would 
certainly die. Persons broken down by in- 
door life, by hard work and the vicissitudes of 
the weather of the East, and dyspeptics, nerv- 
ous prostration patients, and even rheumatics 
may find a new lease of life in this region, 
provided they care for themselves sen- 
sibly. In all dry regions the differ- 
ence between the temperature of sunshine, 
shadow, and night 1s so great and requires for 
weakly persons such attention that many ten- 
derfeet suffer and some are injured. The 
drier the air the more prompt and extensive 
the radiation from the surface of the earth the 
moment the sun is out of sight. At my house 
in Sierra Madre, slightly under 1,500 feet 
above the level of the sea, at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon of a midsummer day with a clear 
sky the difference between the temperature in 
the shade and in the sun is 33°. —— the 
bulb of the thermometer that is in the sun 
with lampblack and the difference is 74½, 
while the highest point reached by the ther- 
mometer is 1624¢°. Such a thing would be 
utterly impossible in the atmosphere of Chi- 
cago, for there the air is too full of moisture 
to prevent any such transmission of heat 
ro 2 it either by the sun’s rays or by radi- 
ation. . 

“Strangers coming to this region should 
adopt the invalid’s rule to wear wool next the 
skin and as much clothing as they can with 
comfort; also to heat their living rooms in 
winter so that they are comfortable, Fires 
for heating are as truly necessary here in win- 
ter as they are in Chicago, only less artificial 
heat is required. A misapprehension has led 
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to a great deal of suffering and misery from 
lack of ventilation, particularly of sleeping 
rooms, for the popular notion here even now 
is that a weakly person should not go out at 
night and should sleep in a _ tightly-closed 
room. This is heresy unspeakable. The 
atmosphere of the night as a thing to breathe 
is better than that of the day and hurts no- 
body provided his body is constantly warm.

The Portion of Africa Which Italy Has 
Appropriated—Its Inhabitants Are Suv- 
ages Who Claim to Have Practiced the 
Christian Religion for Fifteen Centu- 
ries — Physical Characteristics of the 
Country—Superstitions Which Civiliza- 
tion Has Been Unable to Overcome. 

The genéral partition of Africa that has 
been going briskly on ever since the powers 
of Europe discovered that there was anything 

in Africa worth having assigned to Italy a 

considerable slice of territory on the coast of 

the Red Sea, and by a little political jugglery, 
tne process of which will not bear too close 
an inspection, the “protectorate” has been 
made to extend over the empire of Abyssinia, 
the ancient Ethiopia, and the neighboring ter- 
ritory of Shoa. In this summary arrangement 
the wishes and preferences of the population 
have not in the least been consulted; indeed, 
so far as can be ascertained they have not 
been taken into the account at all, it being 
considered axiomatic in the dealings of civ- 
ilized with uncivilized nations that the 
latter do not know what they want, and so

quite possible that most of the Abyssinians 
still regard themselves as independent, and 
would open their eyes with astonishment were 
they informed that they were a part of the 
Italian colonial possessions, and that their 
country is the first in the possible list of col- 
onies by the acquisition of which modern 
Italy hopes to rival ancient Rome. 5 
Although situated nearer in miles to South- 
ern Europe than other parts of Africa that are 
much more talked about in recent years, 
Abyssinia is less known than almost any other 
part of Africa, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. The old Ethiopian empire is an inland 
territory arid separatéd from the Red Sea 
coast by ranges of mountains whose rugged 
passes almost forbid the approac® even of 
small parties of travelers, and, if the Abyssin- 
ians desire, could be rendered impregnable to 
a hostile foe. Nowhgre do the limite of Abys- 
sinia approach hearer than 100 miles to the 
Red Sea coast, the intervening territory being 
occupied by savage and warlike tribes, who 
do scarcely, admit even a nominal sub- 
jection to the Italians, For the 
most part Mohammedans, they scorn 
the domination of the Christian, and the real 
grasp of Italy is practically limited to the few 
towns on the sea, and to a jurisdiction, more 
nominal than real, over the country between 
them. The sbore is generally low and sandy, 
and the climate‘of the coast so intensely hot, 
even ih the best seasons, that life toa Euro- 
pean becomes almost unendurable. Hot 
winds that almost blister the skin blow from 
the sandy deserts to the west and south, and 
when the sirécco comes it brings with it clouds 
of fine sand that drifts through every crevice 
and almost stifles the people in their houses. 
To close the doors and windows is the only re- 
lief the people experience from the choking 
dust, and although aclosed room in that cli- 
mate is described as creating the impression 
that one has been shut up in a stove, it is safer 
than an attempt to face the blistering sirocco 
with its cargo of parched dust. 

Sleep in Massowah and the other seaports 
claimed by Italy is almost impossible, as the 
nights are nearly as warm as the days. The 
Italian troops occupying the town lie in the 
streets, and at frequent intervals natives, with 
vessels akin to our garden sprinkling pots, 
pass to and fro and bedew'the bodies of the 
prostrate men with moisture to enable them 
to snatch a few hours of uneasy rest, and thus 
prepare to endure the heat of the following 
day. So great were the sufferings of the troops 
first sent to occupy Massowah that suicides 
became exceeding common among the men, 
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and even several officers of rank and 
acknowledged fortitude blew - — 


brains, either driven mad by 
or unable longer to endure the burden of a 
lite under such conditions. Such are the 
amenities of life in the Italian possessions on 
the Red Sea, and no wonder can be felt that 
inquiries as to the value of the newly Acquired 
colonies have been frequent in the Italian Par- 
liament. Unpopular as the occupation of 
Massowah and coast has been, costly as 
the experiment is for every year there is a 
deficiency sometimes ex ing $1,500,000, for 
which the home government must provide—it 
is not likely that the occupation will be dis- 
continued, for Italy must not be bebind the 
others in the scramble for African territory, 
and the most valuable and convenient dis- 
tricts to the south of the Mediterranean have 
already been either claimed by France or oc-

the Mohammedans of the Northwest. They 
are proud of their country, which they love 
with that devotion peculiar to mounidin- 
eers, and would not willingly turn over 
its control to strangers. Their climate 
is as different as can be imagined 
from the flat hot coast, for the  ailti- 
tude gives them a temperate clime under a 
tropical sun. The marked differences in alt 
tude create equally marked differences in in- 
dustries and 12 In the valleys toward 
the coast, and in those far more extensive, 
which have been carved from the plateaux by 
the dozen or more great streams which, fed 
by mountam springs and mountain rains, 
find their way to the Nile on the west, every 
variety of plant may be found, frum the palm 
and date of Egypt to the ots and rye of Nor- 
way, while in a journey of a few miles may 
be seen the flora and fauna of the tropics and 
the north temperate zone. In the dense 
— — of the river beds on the lower levels. 
the large game of the tropics is to be found 
in great abundance and of a much bolder be- 
havior than those of other parts of Africa, for 
even the animals of this mountain country 
share the independence and bravery of its hu- 
man population. 

The inhabitants of these unusually favored 
tropical highlands are not negroes, but be- 
long to several races of Asiatics, who at dif- 
ferent times are supposed to have crossed the 
Red Sea to settle in the fertile mountain val- 
leys. Several tribes are believed to be of 
Phoenician origin; but no matter whence they 
came, they are evidently greatly superior to 
the savage negro races further in the interior, 
on whom they look with the utmost contempt. 
While they cultivate the soil, they do not rely 
on husbandry for their support, for even on 
the rugged slopes of the highest mountains

succulent foliage and grasses grow in abund- 
ance, and the excellence of the cattle tepti- 
fies to the nutritious properties of the native 
herbage. Herding is, therefore, a favorite oc- 
cupation, and the Abyssinian cattle and 
sheep, while not large, are of good stock and 
form one of the staple products of the coun- 


try. 

The people of this vast region are generally 
of the Christian faith, though Mohammedans 
are numerous, and of the Jewish race there 1s 
no scarcity. They are proud of their faith, 
and justly so, for Abyssinia has a Christian 
church whose documentary history may be 
traced back to the beginning of the fourth 
century and whose traditional annals go 
back to the days of the Apostles. According 
to the latter, the first Christian in Abyssinia 
was the chamberiain of the Queen Candace 
of Ethiopia, whose baptism by the Apostle 
Philip is recorded in the book of Acts. The 
2 organization of the church in Abys- 
sinia, however, dates from A. D. 316, when 
some members of an expedition sent to ex- 
amine the shores of the Red Sea were carried 
as slaves into the heart of Abyssinia and after-

fore norsince.” Her court was at Axum, a 
town’ still of political importance in Abys- 
zinia, and a potent testimony to the power of 
tradition in that country is the fact that 
every legitimate ruler since her time has 
claimed a direct descent from her. The in- 
ternal prosperity of Abyssinia continued 
almost without interru from the 
time of Solomon until the Mabom- 
medan conquest of Egypt, where, although 
the Abyssinians were able to repel the invad- 
ers, foreign intercourse was cut off, the prog- 
ress of the country ended, and Abyssinia today 


is in practically the same condition it was 
when hordes of Arabian horsemen overran 
the Valley of the Nile. Known to medieval 


Europe through the legend of Prester John, 
the rumors of his immense wealth aroused the 
cupidity of the greedy Portuguese, who made 
various attempts, under cover of aiding the 
Abyssinians against invaders, to gain posses- 
sion of the country, but uniformly without 
success. 

In 1864 the country came into political 
prominence on account of the arrest and de- 
tention of several British subjects by the ill- 
fated King ore. Theodore was bent on 
introducing ap ye ome civilization in his coun- 
try, and made a demand on the English Gov- 
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ernment for workmen, military stores, and 
instructors in artillery and military tactics, 
and because his demand was not immediately 
complied with he not only retained in prison 
the missionaries he had arrested, but impris- 
oned also the British. messengers sent to de- 
mand their release. Finding remonstrance of 
no avail, an expedition was organized at Bom- 
bay. consisting of 4,000 British troops and 
8,000 Sepoys, which, despite the most vigor- 
ous resistance, forced the defiles of the inount- 
ains, stormed Magdala, when the unfortunate 
King, in despair at the utter failure of his 
military resources. committed sui 
From that time to the present Abyssinia has 
been in a state bordering on anarchy, the 
only authority of the country being e 
4 petty chieftains, each independent in 
own district. It was by agreement with 


some of these that Italy has been able to es- 
tablish something of a claim to the country, a 
claim which will Fm nee! be annulled when 
the people find y have been sold to a for- 
eign power. 

How far the Italian influence may be effect- 
ive in reconciling the people to a change of 
government remains to be seen. The Abyss- 
inians are not likely to view with equanimity 
such radical changes as the Italians, should 
they obtain complete control, would be likely 
to attempt. The people of Abyssinia have ad- 
vanced just far enough to be in that happy 
condition when their own ignorance is, to 
them, preferable to the best knowledge that 
others have toimpart. They are just civilized 
enough to be conceited. While proud of the 
name Christian, their habits and customs 
are so little removed from those of the savage 
tribes around them as hardly to justify the 
name. Their festivals are those of savages. 
Their manners and habits are savage: No 

le in the heart of the dark continent or 
in the deepest recesses of the Amazon forests 
could be more superstitious. People of this 
kind are far more difficult to deal with than 
those who make no pretensions to culture, and 
even if the Italians succeed in conquering the 
country, which is doubtful, they will find that 
task easier than the succeeding one of over- 
coming the prejudices of the people.

Oliver Wendell Homes Talks of His Work 


and of the People Whe intrude on His | 


Time — He Is Se Besieged by Young 
Verse Writers That His Reminiscences 
Are Delayed—Receives Daily a Small 
Army of Callers—Every Mail Brings 
Him Letters, Books, and Manuscripts. 


Down the hill from the State-House, stretch- 
ing westward past the Public Garden, runs 
Beacon street, where the wealth- 
iest of Boston’s wealthy citizens, and here, 
richer than they in knowlege, greater than 
they in works performed, longer to be re- 
membered than the lot of them, \lives the 
kindly and venerable Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
at No. 296, a plain, red brick house, not dif-

fering from those on either side of it save 
for the Virginia creeper which covers the 
greater part of the front, and through which 
the windows peep out upon the broad street 
below, for all like a country homestead. 

Here the Autocrat of the Breakfast Table has 
lived since 1871. Here a great many of his 
late poema have been written, and bere he will 
most likely spend the remainder of his days. 

In front of the house is a small grass plat, 
from which stone steps lead up to the door- 
way, and just under the. doorbell, almost cov- 
ered with the creeper, isa small brass plate 

i the well-known name in full The 
house is five stories high, spaci ad com- 
fortable, like all those near by, but it is the 
fact that a t mind lives within its walla, 
not its architecture, that fixes more eyes upon 
it than any other house in the row. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes. though he does not 
look it. is 83 years old. Day in and day out 
he receive’ a small army of callers, who, un- 
bidden, never fail to appear 54 — his door- 
step. Autograph seekers, would-be poets of 
a tender age, older ones who will never see 
60 again, but who, nevertheless, essay the 
ascent of the most difficult mountain that ever 
confronted man; young ladies in their teens, 
with dainty scented papers, joined with rib- 
bons; spinsters, austere and prim, with manu- 
scripts written in faded ink, about as intel- 
ligible as the hierog!yphics of the early Az‘eca 
—these, together with students, scientists, 
doetors, professors, and divines, are contin- 
ually seeking him. Itis the penalty of being 
famous; but not one of them is there who, 
if he succeeded in getting as far as the poet s 
room, can say that Oliver Wendell Homes did 
not treat him with courtesy and consideration, 
stranger though he was. 

Every mail—there are some half dozen in 
the day—brings him letters, books, and man- 
uscripts from all parts of the country, and, 
except in isolated instances, the whole of them 
come from people of whose very existence he 
was vnaware. Some ask him to write a crit- 
icism, sume a preface, some require a rhyme 
corrected, all want something done, and 80 
fast do these accumulate that to use the poet’s 
own words, To neglect attending to them 
for a day or two would mean to have my 
room full.“ 

It was but a few days ago, 8 à writer in 
the New York Recorder, that an inter- 
view with the Boston Laureate. Seated in a 
low chair in his library, surrounded by his 
books, the Autocrat chatted with admirable 
frankness. In appearance Oliver Wendell 
Holmes is perhaps a trifle under the medium 
height, and gives one the impression of being 
very methodical and exact in his habits. In 
conversation his whole face lights up and his 
eyes glow. When he laughs he looks more 
— ever the whole-hearted man he is. 

Overlooks the Charles River. 

His library, in which he passes most of his 
time, is on the first floor in the rear of the 
house, and looks directly out upon the Charles 
River. It is a large, bright room, lighted by 
a spacious bay window. through which you 
can see Memorial Tower in Cambridge loom- 
ing across the water, a view the poet has en- 
joyed these twenty years, recalling his own 
description, which begins: 

Through my north window in the wintry weather, 

My air oriei on the river shore, 

I watch the sea fowl as they flock together, 

When late the boatman flashed his dripping oar. 

whe ye a the flight of stairs from the 
broad way the first object you can see as 
you draw aside the heavy curtain which shuts 
off the library from the landing is the poet’s 
desk. This stands in the center of the room 
and is a large flat one, and on the top of it at 
all times may be ssen a pile of papers, let- 
ters, books, and ＋ UN neatly ar- 
ranged. Under the middle of it is a waste 
paper basket, filled many times a day with the 
wrappers of the books and papers sent to him. 

Around three sides of the library are well- 
filed shelves of books, and these with 
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pictures and portraits that hang tastefully 
around are its main res. The furniture 
and fittings throughout are solid—meant for 
use, not alone for ornament. Prominent

One contained a paro- 
dy on some verses of the poet’s from Wash- 
ington, D. C. All were couched in similar 
terms and began like this:

Please let 
me know what you think of it, etc., etc. 


Or like this: 

Dear Sir: — the t interest you take 
in poetry I have taken the liberty to send you 
some original verses of my own, published in the 
weekly press. I should be gratified if you would 
read them and tell me your opinion of their mer- 
its. Iam about to pu a book of poems en- 
titled Lays of the Summer,“ etc., etc. 

Every writer takes it for granted that Oliver 
Wendell Holmes will reply to him personally 
by return post, when, as a matter of fact, so 
inundated is he with correspondence 
often for weeks at a time he is unable to touch 
the Reminiseenses of his life which he is 
8 in writing.

Such a great tide of humanity had never be- 
fore ebbed and flowed through the streets of 
the Texas city.

The crowd upon the streets was such an as- 
semblage as only a border city can draw to- 
gether.

Found a Petrified Standing Forest. 

F. B. Schemerhorn, geologist, who recently dis- 
covered the great glaciers in Idaho County, has 
found a fossil forest in the center of Custer Coun- 
ty, Idaho.

he answer to that question depends very 
largely upon the audience. Where an intelligent 
audience comes to hear both sides a campaign 
speech is an educator, but unfortunately parti- 
sans go only to listen to partisan speeches. To 
them the campaigner is simply one who stirs 
them up and fires them on the lines 
they have already adopted, and does not 
very largely act as an educator. The majority of 
campaign speeches are not calculated to educate, 
but they fire the public heart and make them 
more intense in support of their choseo side. 
am one of those who think that newspapers 
their general onsiaught upon oratory make a 
great mistake. Public speakers ought to be en- 
couraged, and if we had more of them the people 
would be better educated than they are now, 


it alone is the educator. There are 
campaign speeches and there are 
speeches. Some simply fill up 
the space on the rostrum; others give light to the 
audience. As a general answer I would say that 
the campaign speaker has a triple capacity, one- 
educator, one-third enthuser (to coin a 
Word), and a third, hardly a capacity, private 
horn-blower.

| Editor of The pe geod As the country grows, 
as trausportation and telegraphie facilities in- 
crease, as general information is more widel 
disseminated, so does the effect of a stump speec 
grow less, the benefits of a parade decrease, and 
so does a tirst-class metropolitan journal prove 
the best adjunct to a campaign committee. 
In former days, when the farming population 
was wont to meet at a pole raising or at a bar- 
becue, which was at the same time occasion for a 
general interchange of commercial and social 
thought, the stump speaker had his influence. 
At the present day. when there are nufortunate- 
ly too many oratorsof only great mediocrity, 
the people are neither enlightened nor enthased. 
A great orator, however—a Robert Ingersoll or a 
Bourke Cockran—can always interest a crowd and 
say something worthy of reflection and of further 
thought. They cannot be supplanted by the 
newspaper, because they produce something orig- 
inal, while the common five dollarsa speech or 
ward pettifogging talker has long since de- 
come a nuisance simply because he repeats what 
ong before was read in the columus of some great 
daily. 
Everybody nowadays reads the papers carefully. 
They coutain all political information, with prop- 
er editorial comments. They are read at home, 
commented upon. and discussed at the family 
fireside. They must leave an impression. 
A great orator may for the moment hold his 
hearer entranced, may charm him with bis elo- 
uence, but seldom does he make any converts.

In so far a great 
orator is the cause of a great effect. 

The days of parades in large cities have passed. 
The masses are not swayed by the eye and the 
ear, but by the brain. The carrying of banners, 
the flash of the torch, and the hideous noise of 
the drum cannot influence a vote or arouse any 
enthusiasm, as everyone knows that all such 
parades are the result simply of an outlay of 
money and not of a spontaneous outpouriog of 
the people. : 8 
The public has long since been thorougbly dis- 

abused on that subject. 

The newspaper is. in my opinion, the very best 
aid in a political campaign. This is essentially 
the age of the newspaper. Hence we find in this 
country, where the masses read newspapers and 
suffer themselves to be guided by the prominent 
journals of the day, that they are intelligent, 
enlightened, and fit for self-government. The 
press wields a power that must mold public 
opinion and influence public thought. 

This general intelligence is, in my opinion, the 
reason for the unusual quiet and seeming lack of 
interest in the present campaign. The people are 
thinking for mselves. They read the plain 
presentation of facts, remain at home, do not at- 
tend mass-meetings, or witness parades, and by 
politicaf evolution. as it were, reason for them- 
selves ana reach their conclusions. That this is 
much better for the country generally and for 
business specifically goes without saying. 

In my twenty years’ experience in practical pol- 
itics I have never seen the time when stump 
speaking had so little effect. when parades were 
of so little benefit and where the vewspapers 
were so powerful and such good mediums to reach

The week will contain nothing for the music- 
lover save the public rehearsal and concert by 
the Chicago Orchestra Friday afternvun and 
Saturday evening in the Auditorium, ‘lec- 
tion-day and its attendant excitement have for 
two months permitted music to receive but a 
meager share of public attention, and the 
week in which that excitement reaches its 
highest pitch and then subsides can, of course, 
contain virtually no place for the gentle 
art and its devotees. 

When the eventful day has come and gone, 
however, the concerts and recitals bid fair to 
be sufficient in number and in importance to 
keep the music amateur reasonably well em- 
ployed in the pleasant pastime of patronizing 
and enjoying. The season gives no promise 
of being nearly so brilliant or so interesting as 
was last season, but with the Chicago Orchestra 
offering weekly concerts the equalin excel- 
lence of any that may be heard in this coun- 
try; with evenings of chamber music by the 
Bendix String Quartet, the Chicago String 
Quartet club, and the Chicago Orchestral 
ciub, and with piano recitals by Paderewski, 
Joseffy, Godowski, Hopekirk, Scharwenka, 
and others—with these, added to the many 
concerts given by resident talent, the winter 
holds out promise of proving reasonably at- 
tractive and enjoyable.

The program Mr. Thomas has arranged for 
the Chicago Orchestra concert this week is the 
second popular one in the season's series. It 
contains but one number after which the curi- 
osity-whetting new 1s written, but of 
familiar works that stand high in public favor 
it includes many. Mendelsschn’s Calm Sea 
and Prosperous Voyage. Bach’s Prelude, Chor- 
ale, and Fugue, four of Brahm's Hungarian 
Dances, the ballet music from Goldmark’s 
Queen of Sheba,”’ and Dvorak’s Slavon- 


ic Dances’ are works that are 
unfailingly enjoyable. The Liszt Le. 
gend, „Sermon to the Birds,“ 


is not so well known as are its companions on 
the program, but those persons who heard it 
when Mr. Thomas produced it at his summer- 
night concerts some four years ago will await 
its performance with a certain degree of in- 
terest. Concerning the solo for claronet no 
more definite information is vouchsafed than 
the fact that it is by Weber. The knowled 
that Joseph Schreurs will play it is suffi- 
cient ——— however, that 80 far as tech- 
nical finish and tonal beauty are concerned it 
will be satisfactory. 

The new work is a concert overture, 
“The Land of the Mountains and the Flood,’ 
by Hanish MacCunn, a composer practically 
unknown by aught save name to Chicago con- 
cert-goers. Mr. MacUunn is a Scotchinan,’ 
and his writings are said to be strangely im- 
bued with the national spirit and characteris- 
tics of that Pom The overture which Mr. 
Thomas will introduce to the American pub- 
lic for the first time this week is the com- 
poser’s opus 3, and is described as being 
founded upon two original Scotch themes, 
and as possessing abundant national color. 

The attendance at the rehearsals and con- 
certs thus far has been encouragingly large, 
and the outiook forthe financial success of 
the season seems bright. The many students 
in the city seem to be awakening to the great 
value of the concerts as an educational factor, 
and are taking advantage of them.

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SHIP TOLD N LETTERS. 

She Was a Briliiant, Generous, Winning 
Woman, Whom Even the “Sage of 
Chelsea” Pronounced Interesting—Gos- 
sips Brightly of Emerson, Whom She 
Liked, and Mrs. Proctor, Who Amused 
Her—She Took a More Hopefal View of 
Life than the Philosopher's Wife. 

New Yorx, Nov. 3.—[Special Correspoad- 

ence.] Those readers of Carlyleana who have 
regarded Miss Geraldine Jewsbury as a sort 
of literary Mrs. Harris will find by reading 
his introduction to her letters to Jane Weish 
Carlyle, written by the editor of the volume, 
Mr, Alexander Ireland, that she was @ real 
flesh and blood person and not at all a myth. 
In the various Carlyle volumes that have been 
given to the public there are no end of letters 
written to Miss Jewsbury and allusions to her, 
but otherwise she does not figure very con- 
spicuously as an independent personality. 
We now have from the press of the Messrs. 
Longmans & Co. a volume all her own, 
written by her toJane Welsh Carlyle, between 
whom and herself there existed a Damon and 
Pythias sort of friendship. The love Carlyle 
did not always awaken going to Miss Jews- 
bury and the love that was never awakened 
in the heart of Miss Jewsbury going to Mrs. 
Carlyle. Miss Geraldine Jewsbury 
first met the Carlyles in 1841, 
“when the ‘sage of Chelsea’ pronounced 
her to be ‘ one of the most interesting young 
women he had seen for years—clear, delicate 
sense and courage lookmg out of her small 
sylph-like figure.

Miss Jewsbury’s letters to Mrs. Carlyle, 
which fill this stout volume, are brimful of 
affection and brightness. She was undoubt- 
edly a clever woman, but I think that it would 
have added very much to the interest of 
these letters if we knew of whom they are 
about. Mrs. Ireland has edited with con- 
scientiousness and care! which in this case 
means that she has cut cut the names of 
the persons that Miss Jewsbury speaks of 
with severity, or of whom she relates anec- 
dotes of a particularly intimate nature.

Miss Jewsbury’s time seems 
to have been better employed than in hunting 
for—but then if you have read Mrs. Carlyle’s 
letters I need not say what. And she took a 
more hopeful view of life; but this may have 
been because she wan not wedded to a phi- 
losopher.
